A ROUSING SPEECH. 


Col. John P. Irish Makes a 
Powerful Argument. 


A KESOUHDING TARIFF TALK. 


Turner Hall Filled W ith an Audi­ 
ence Which Was Delighted for 
Two Hours. 


It waa a Dity that a larger chamber 
than the Turnverein Hall could not have 
been obtained in which to hold the 
grund Democratic rally last night, for 
quite a largo proportion of the vast audi­ 
ence that assembled to hear the oration 
of the celebrated Colonel J. P. Irish had 
to stand at the back and in the entrance. 
The first indications of the enthusiasm 
which was to prevail occurred when Col. 
John P. Irish, accompanied by Mr. J . D. 
Lynch, the President of the evening, 
entered the hall, for as soon as he 
was recognized a ripple of applause 
went around the room. At 7 :45 Mr. 
Lynch called the meeting to order and 
the Secretary read the following list oi 
vice-presidents: Judge K. M. Ross, Dr. 
John S. Griffin, Hon. H .O . O’Melveny, 
Hon. M. E. C. M unday, J. H. Brewer 
of Vernon, W. H. Spurgeon of Santa 
Ana, B. F. Coulter, M. J. Collins, A.

After inviting the gentlemen named 
to take seats on the stage Mr. Lynch ad­ 
dressed the audience as follows: 
Ladies and Gentlemen—It íb my 
great pleasure to introduce to you a gen­ 
tleman who as an expounder of Democ­ 
racy has not a superior in the United 
States. 
I am forbidden by him to allude 
to the fact that his name is of national 
significance and that on the Atlantic as 
well as on the Pacific the name of John 
P. Irish (applause) is known as that of 
a gentleman who is wise and witty and 
Democratic in principle.” 
Col. Irish then advanced to the speak­ 
er’s table, and as soon as the applause 
which greeted his appearance had sub­ 
sided, he spoke as follows: 


c o l. ik is h ’s a d d r e s s. 
Mr. President, Ladies and Gentle­ 
men—I am not often compelled to crave 
the indulgence of my audience, but a 
three m onth’s stum p during which most 
of my speeches were outdoors has affect­ 
ed my voice so th a t I m ust request as 
much silence as possible. I am here, 
follow-citizen8, the Dearer of my party’s 
message to speak frankly and without 
concealment, 
in no official capacity 
but simply as a private in the rear 
ranks, whose only obligation is to tell 
the truth. 
I have no quarrel with the 
Republicans because they are Republic­ 
ans, for they and I simply represent two 
political parties, from which the m ajor­ 
ity of the people may choose one or the 
other to be the instrum ent of certain pub­ 
lic objects. 
1 am not enough of a bigot 
to declare that the Republican party is 
always wrong and never right; for a 
long 
time 
it 
acted 
as 
a 
power in the country, and m any have 
grown up under the shelter of its institu­ 
tions, so I would indeed be bigoted if 1 
were to take up its work chapter by 
chapter and arraign it for what it has 
done. 
In my opinion the man is not a 
good citizen who denounces wholesale 
and retail the acts of any political party, 
and 1 was m uch surprised to see this 
morning, in a copy of one of the Repub­ 
lican papers of this town, a letter from an 
old friend of mine, Corporal Tanner, of 
New York, who at this moment when 
the bugles are calling the citizens of the 
Republic to the polls to elect a President 
says that ‘ hell is unanimous with De­ 
mocracy.’ I am not here to quarrel but 
to reason, and I will address myself to 
you, my Republican friends, and ask 
you to hear me fairly at the bar of your 
judgment, for I think that I can show 
you that you should stand with me and 
not against me. 


T H E IS S U E 
Before us is not between free trade and 
protection, but between high and low 
taxation, as to whether or not you will at 
the ballot box m aintain a tax of $00,­ 
000,000 a year more than is needed. My 
Republican friends, four years ago your 
party stood where mine does to-night 
In your platform four years ago you said 
that it was necessary to reduce tho taxes, 
and th at this was to be done by reform 
in tariff taxation.

ing been in power in the lower house, it 
had made no effort to reduce this in­ 
cubus.

To illustrate: The boy in the 
cradle is wrapped in swaddling clothes 
on which a duty has been paid, and 
even to the pillow on which his head rests 
paid taxes; as a boy at school, the 
hooks he ases and the ink w ith which he 
blackens his fingers have paid taxes; 
afterw ards, as perhaps a laborer digging 
trenches, the tools of his trade have 
>aid taxes, and the crockery, cutlery, 
inen and the house over his head all 
have paid taxes. 
By and by in comes 
the doctor, and the sick man receives 
drugs on which a duty has been paid 
from a glass that has paid taxes, and 
wipes his m onth with a napkin th at has 
paid taxes. 
Then stalks the dread 
visitor,

brings 
a coffin that 
has paid taxes, and a hearse th at has 
paid taxes backs up as the driver pulls 
the reins on bits which have paid taxes.

the pulpit steps, every step of which has 
paid a tax, and wipes his eyes on spec­ 
tacles that have been taxed—the Mills 
bill, by the way, makes spectacles and

preacher puts ou the glasses on which he 
pays taxes. The undertaker then calls 
up the friends of the deceased as they 
take their last look at him through a 
pane of glass that has paid duty, and the 
coffin lid is screwed down w ith screws 
that have paid duty, and later the man is 
lowered down to his last sweet sleep in 
a grave at last. 
TIIE MILLS BILL. 
I want you, my friends, to gst the Mills 
bill, G rant’s tariff measure, A rthur’s de­ 
cree and your platform of 1884, and see 
how truly the Mills hill upholds the 
canons laid down by your acknowledged 
leaders. 
I q the Mill9 bill we make wool 
free and among other things we abate 
the tax on sugar; for, though your lead­ 
ers 6ay we do not, this is untrue, for the 
second largest reduction is made on ic.

THE WOOL QUESTION. 
Now as regards the wool question. 
Wool is one of the greatest staples of the 
world, and its price is regulated by the 
supply and dem and and production and 
consumption. The tariff does not add a 
penny to its price and I will prove it. 
I 
have here the official returns of the wool 
prices and tariffs for the last 41 years. 
Colonel Irish then read th e following 
statem ent:

“ The average price for th e forty-nine 
years,” continued the speaker, “ was 
forty-seven cents a pound, and for the 
four years that wool was on the free list 
it was fifty and one quarter cents. I said 
I would prove th at the tariff did not add 
a penny to the price of wool and there is 
my authority. At present the foreign 
merchants can go to other countries, to 
Australia and the Argentine Republic 


consume, and the rest has to be im­ 
ported, either in the raw material or 
manufactured. 
We 
do 
not 
grow 
here the long fine quality of staple 
needed and as we mnst have it, don’t 
you think it is a mistaken idoa to have it 
taxed? Last year we had to import 
$50,000,000 worth of woolen goods and 
on this we paid, the profit to the foreign 
m erchant, the freight on the wool, the 
wages of foreign weavers, and the pre­ 
mium of insurance out of our own capital. 
If we make wool free, w hat will be the re­ 
sult ? The American manufacturer will 
go abroad and buy in other m arkets, 
whicii 
will 
create 
for 
us 
our 
own mercantile 
marine. 
We will 
insure 
our 
goods 
in 
oar 
own 
m stitutions and finally we shall produce 
fine cloths wrought out by the cunning 
hands of American labor.* That is why 
we want wool free, my friends, so that 
our good hard dollars shall he kept at 
home, and any m an who wants things 
this way will go to the polls in November 
and vote for the election of Grover Cleve­ 
land. 


F R E E SA L T . 
Another item on the free list is salt. 
There is a point about that 1 wish to call 
your attention to. 
Here is a Treasury 
report issued during another Administra­ 
tion in which 1 find a long statem ent of 
the amount of drawback paid on the salt 
used by the New England fishermen in 
curing their fish. This means that for 
this fortunate class of men salt is now 
and has been for some tim e perfectly 
free; for the Government makes them an 
allowance in the shape of a drawback for 
all they are taxed on salt. Now, isn’t 
this supposed to be a government run on 
principles of equality? Jefferson, the 
founder of the Democratic party, wrote 
this legend over the door of the temple 
of American liberty: ‘Equal rights for 
all, special privileges for none.’ And 
here we learn th at $1,500,000 have been 
paid as a rebate to fishermen that they 
alone m ight have salt free. 
W hat is 
the cause of this discrimination in 
tbeir favor? 
In this State we are all 
more or less interested in farming. Dur­ 
ing the time covered by that report, 
while the fishermen were enjoying all 
this rebate, the farmers of California 
paid into the San Francisco custom­ 
house $7,000,000 for jute bags, but no 
one ever suggested th at they ought to 
have this tax refunded. 
If favors are to 
be shown to anybody, the farmers cer­ 
tainly ought to be allowed to come in for 
bis share. The Mills bill stands up for 
the farmer. FCheers.] He is the great 
creator of w ealth; to him we owe a great 
part of our prosperity. 
He 
stands 
in 
a 
peculiar 
position 
with 
re­ 
gard to this tariff tax. 
W hen the 
manufacturer buys the raw material 
which he uses he pays the tax, but he 
gets it out of the jobber. The latter pro­ 
ceeds to take it out of the wholesale 
dealer, and he, when he turns the goods 
oyer to the retailer, takes it again from 
him . 
Last of all comeB the poor farmer 
who buys the stuff and has no one on 
whom he can unload the tax. 
He is the 
last man in the row and has to dig the 
money out of the earth with which he 
Betties the account. Mr. Blaine said the 
other day th at the savings banks of Mas- 
sackusoMg had $291,000,000 saved up for 
the people of that Stato. This is tru e ; 
but Illinois, a much larger State, with 
twice the population, baa only $14,000,­ 
000 of savings, This system haB been 
steadily drawing wealth from one part of 
the countrv and dumping it down in 
another, 
in the nine farming States of 
the middle WeBt there are $1,400,000,000 
of farm mortgages. Something is wrong, 
and every man in that unfortunate sec­ 
tion knows it. 
MORE FREE ARTICLES. 
Another thing we propose to make 
free is tin plate. We make no tin plate 
in this country, h ut everything we use 
marie of tin bears the tax. Think of 
this great Government taxing the child 
in its cradle for its penny rattle. The 
Mills bill makes lumber free. 
[Cheers.] 
Well, I thank Heaven there iBSome good 
common sense left in the American 
people. W hy, I was talking with a car­ 
penter the other day who assured me he 
proposed to vote the Republican ticket 
because the Democrats wanted to make 
lumber free and thus ruin his business. 
I pointed 
to a lot 
which I owned 
and 
told 
him 
th at 
whenever 
the 
lumber 
trust 
was 
broken I 
thought I would put up some cottages 
there, and 1 knew other men who were 
only deterred from building by the high 
price of lum ber on this Coast. 
Cheaper 
lum ber will make more demand for 
carpenter work and better pay for car­ 
penters. 
But this is something no Re­ 
publican will ever mention. There is a 
reduction of one-half a cent a pound in 
raisins. "For my part I wish they had 
taken it all off. 
The tariff on raisins 
does not affect their price one iota. 
Last 
year we sent 100,000 boxes to London. 
I 
recently saw a letter from a whole­ 
sale Eastern merchant 
who said he 
would want 400,000 boxes this next year 
for the crop of Southern Europe has 
come to its lim it and is receding, while 
the dem and of the world steadily in­ 
creases. Thanks to a Providence which 
has given us the needed Boil and son- 
light we shall yet be able without any 
assistance from the Government to sup­ 
ply the great markets of the world. A 
little while ago it cost $900 to send a car­ 
load of raisins to the Eastern markets 
and now 
it 
costs 
only $300. 
Yet 
now they w’ant 
you to go snivel­ 
ing 
to 
the 
Government 
and 
beg 
that 
every 
half 
cent 
o f . 
the tax be left unchanged. 
Is that the 
kind of men they think onr raisin grow­ 
ers are ? 
But they tell us that we must 
keep up our high taxes or the American 
workingman will fail to find a market for 
his labor. If we were to believe what we 
are told by the Republicans about the 
American workingman we should im­ 
agine th at he had not sense enough to go 
in when it rained. 
I believe th at our 
prospeeity is due to the skill, persever­ 
ance and high character of oar workmen 
and not to the so-called protecting 
influence of a high tariff. 
M ast we lay 
it all to the tariff and nothing to the 
sterliug character of our men and wo­ 
men ? Let the tariff go up or down our 
people will still be great and they will 
accomplish magnificent results in the 
history of the world. 
At the conclusion of the speech three 
cheers were called for in behalf of the 
speaker of the evening, which were 
given. 
Mr. Irish then stepped to the 
front of the platform again and waving 
aloft a bandana handkerchief, said: “I 
want to hear three cheers more and let 
them come from the verv depths of every 
m an’s heart and with all the strength of 
his lungs: Three cheers for Cleveland 
and Thurm an and low taxation.”

CREMATED. 


A n I n t e r e s t in g O p e r a t io n a t R o s e - 
d a le C e m e t e r y . 
A tthe crematory in Rosedale Cemetery 
the body of the late Mrs. Jennie E.Nich- 
olls,of San Diego, was yesterday morning 
reduced to ashes. 
As the proceedings 
were announced to commence at 10 a. m. 
an hour before that time a H erald man, 
in response to an invitation from Deputy 
H ealth Officer McElroy .entered that gen­ 
tlem an’s baggy and was soon spinning in 
the direction of Washington 6treet. On ar 
rival there as the hearse was not yet in 
sight a good opportunity was afforded for 
inspecting the surroundings connected 
with the affair. The crematory stands 
in the small building to the west of the 
cemetery, and since the opening about a 
year ago has, with yesterday’s subject, 
handled eleven cases, in every instance 
the result being most successful. The 
place itself consists of a firebrick oven 
hollowed into a space about 8x4x5 feet 
and into this the body is placed. Thirty- 
six hours before the subject is treated 
the fire9 are kindled, and from that time 
until the process is over they are kept 
up to an intense pitch, the result being 
th at the temperature within the furnace 
attains an indescribable height. Three- 
quarters of an hour after the remains 
are placed within the urn they are re­ 
duced to ashes, though, of course, they 
cannot be removed until the oven has 
cooled off 
In the caee of Mrs. Nicliolls 
who was incinerated yesterday, the sub­ 
ject had been dead since May 23rd last, 
when the rem ains were placed within a 
metallic casket and interied temporarily 
within a vault at San Diego. 
As the 
crematory in this city is the only one 
west of the Rockies, when it was decided 
to adopt that process the remains were 
necessarily shipped here, the arrange­ 
m ents being in charge of Mr. Richards, 
the undertaker, of this city. 
W hen the 
hearse stopped at the door of the crema­ 
tory the chamber leading to the oven 
was cleared of all intruders, and then 
the coffin was carried in. 
A long piece 
of sheetiron had been placed ou a 
board and this was covered by a sheet 
satuiated with alum water. 
The corpse 
wrapped in a shroud was laid on this 
sheet and was covered with more linen 
cloths, over which, about a pailful of 
alum water was poured, this being done 
to prevent combustion. 
The door of the 
furnace was next opened, the bier was 
lifted in and then the wooden frame was 
withdrawn, leaving the rem ains upon the 
sheet iron. 
The door was hastily closed 
and screwed up and the process of 
incineration'began. It could be watched 
through small isinglass windows cut in 
in the oven door, as gradually the re­ 
mains were seen to grow smaller and 
smaller, until finally, w ithin an hour, 
only about three pounds of ashes rem ain­ 
ed. They will be taken out on Monday 
and places in an earthenware receptacle 
pending the arrival of a hardware silver 
urn, which Col. Nicholls, the husband of 
the deceased, has ordered from the 
East.

Sewer and Water-Pipe Works 
Being Constructed. 


DESCRIPTION OF 
TH E 
WORKS. 


A V illage o f O ver Five H undred 
People to S p rin g lu to E x ist­ 
ence Suddenly. 


Inside of sixty days or, at the most, 
ninety d a y B , there will be in operation 
within a couple miles of the southern 
limits of the city, one of the most im port­ 
ant industries and factories in California, 
and the greatest addition Los Angeles 
has had for many years. The erection 
of the buildings of the California Sewer 
Pipe Company on the site selected near 
Vernon, marks an era in the industrial 
progress of this city in which the citizens 
may well take pride. Not so very many 
months ago the discovery of clay suitable 
for the manufacture of sewer pipe and 
m any other articles, was made at Elsi­ 
nore, and works on a small scale were 
erected at that point. Pipe of such ex­ 
cellence was produced that it became 
evident th at a larger and more extensive 
factory was needed, and after an incor­ 
poration had been effected, a site for 
these Works was selected at a point on 
the 
Santa 
Fe 
railroad, 
just 
Bouth 
of 
the 
city, 
where 
forty 
acres 
of 
land 
was obtained, and 
here there is a force of about fifty men 
vigorously pushing ahead the construc­ 
tion of the buildings, which as stated, 
will be finished in about sixty days. 
A 
delay was experienced this summer in 
the erection of the works, while the com­ 
pany was waiting the construction of a 
switch from the Santa Fe tract, but this 
delay probably aided in the erections of 
the works in rem arkably quick time, for 
machinery arrived in the mean tim e and 
is now on the ground. About two weeks 
ago the foundations of the works were 
commenced and yesterday the frame 
work of the huge structure was in place 
and most of the flooring was laid. 


TUB BUILDINGS. 
The main building is to be in the shape 
of a Greek cross and is 220 feet long one 
way and 220 feet the other. 
This build­ 
ing' will be divided into several com part­ 
m ents, to be known as the dry pan 
room, wet pan room, press room, and 
three drying rooms. 
The dimensions of 
these rooms are as follows: 
Dry pan 
room, 30x40 feet; wet pan room, 40x40 
feet; press room, 40x40 feet, and drying 
rooms 110x40 feet each. The arrange­ 
m ent of these is perfect, for the purposes 
for which they were dssignated. The 
dry pan room is situated nearest to the 
track from which the clays will be un­ 
loaded from cars. 
Here the clays will 
be prepared for th e process which they 
are to undergo in the wet pan room ad­ 
joining. 
W hen the clays have been 
manipulated in this room they will bo 
passed into the press room where two 
powerful steam presses will be placed, 
one for pipe and the other for fine brick. 
As fast as the press has completed its 
work the pipe will be taken into the dry­ 
ing rooms, which have been admirably 
arranged. 
The press room is situated in 
th e center of the building and three ends 
of 
the 
cross 
which 
intersect at 
this 
point will 
be used entirely for 
this part of the process. The drying 
of the moulded clay is a most im portant 
part of the process. The pipe m ust not 
be dried too quickly or it will crack, and 
the proper arrangem ent of the drafts was 
one which required much study. 


T U B D R Y IN G RO O M S. 
The flooring of the drying rooms is laid 
with half-inch 
spaces between each 
board to permit of drying drafts, and un­ 
derneath this will be series of steam 
pipes so that no m atter what the weather 
is outside the drying can go on uninter­ 
ruptedly. The sides of the drying rooms 
contain a large number of windows and 
aperatures which can be opened or closed 
at will, and tne roof is arranged with 
moveable slats which will also servb the 
8ume purpose. 
As soon as the buildings 
are completed another track will be laid 
at the left side of the building so that, 
literally speaking, the crude clay will go 
in 
at 
one 
end 
of 
the 
building 
and 
will 
go 
out 
at 
the 
other 
ready for the m arket, although there is 
still another process through which the 
pipe muBt pass before it is ready for use. 
This is the burning process by which 
the clay is transformed into sewer or 
water pipe with surfaces of glass, and 
capable of resisting wear and tear for 
twenty or more years without showing 
signs of disintegration. On each side of 
th e left arm of the cross are six down 
draft kilns with perforated 
bottoms. 
Each of these circular shaped kilns will 
be 20 feet in diam eter, and in each of 
them will be eight fire holes. Every two 
kilns will have a sixty-foot smoke stack. 
Each kiln will require in construction 
20,000 hard burned brick for the outside 
surface, and 15,000 tire brick for inside 
lining, and the erection of each smoke­ 
stack will consume 15,000 hard burned 
brick and 5000 fire brick, for these are to 
be lined as well as the kilns. These 
kilns will be filled and em ptied three 
tim es a month and the capacity of the 
works will be on an average of one mile 
of six-inch pipe per day. 
T H E E N G IN E A N D M A C H IN E R Y . 
The engine room is Bituated directly to 
the rear of the wet and dry pan rooms, 
and its walls are of brick substantially 
built. It is 36x40 feet in size, and when 
completed will be a model for conven­ 
ience. It will contain a Buckeye Corliss 
engine of 230-horse power, for which 
concrete foundations are now being laid. 
Besides this powerful engine two still 
boilers will be placed in position, and 
connecting with the engine will be an 
electric machine for lighting the build­ 
ing and neighborhood. W ater for use 
here as well as elsewhere will be ob­ 
tained from a well which is being bored 
immediately to the rear. This well is 
now down 
85 feet and will be sent 
down 
to 
a 
depth 
of 
100 
feet, 
when a 
flow of 4,000 
gallons 
an 
hour will be obtained. 
The boring 
is now goiDg on in the bed of an old 
river, and the water is of the finest 
quality. Connected with the well will 
be two steam pumps, which will supply 
the whole works. 
The machinery in the 
building will be so arranged as to take 
away as much manual labor as possible. 
The clay will be carried by belts from one 
room to another, and the works will be 
the most complete of the kind in the 
United States. 
T n E OUTPUT. 
The present buildings and works are 
designed with the special purpose of 
manufacturing salt glazed sewer and 
water pipe and fire brick, which will 
excel anything produced on this coast, 
for there 'is nowhere else that a quality 
of clay has been found th a t will make 
the real article. 
These vitrified salt 
glazed pipeB will stand an immense 
pressure, both inside and out. A sixteen 
inch pipe will bear a pressure of 12,000 


pounds on the outside and a six inch 
pipe will stand a pressure of 45,000 
pounds.

iron tubing will stand that is now in use 
An order is now on the books of the com­ 
pany from two large institutions for this 
kind of pipe, to take the place of the 
ordinary cement pipe, which gives away 
very quickly. The fire brick, which will 
be made a specialty, will stand tests 
which bricks of foreign manufacture 
cannot equal. 
The fire clay found at 
Elsinore is mixed with asbestos, also dis­ 
covered there, and the combination is 
indestructible. 


A V IL L A G E . 
Three months from now there will be 
a small village at this spot, for the com 
pauy will employ 100 men. and as mar­ 
ried men will be given the preference, 
this m eans a population of about 500. 
To accommodate these, the company 
will erect on ten acres of ground many 
cottages, and these in turn will draw 
stores and other buildings, including 
school and church, so that this will be 
the busiest part of the country in a 
very short tim e. The works will be 
run night and day, and even then it is 
expected that the dem and will not be 
supplied and that in the course of a short 
time additions will have to be made with 
a view of manufacturing pressed brick, 
terra cotta, tiles and all sorts of building 
materials for which the proper clay is 
obtained at Elsinore. 
The pipe works 
alone will consume fifty tons of clay a 
day, and when the other branches are 
added it is expected that the works will 
spread over ten acros and the am ount of 
«•lay used will be tremendous. 
Messrs.

T h e P u b lic L an d s. 
The Tariff is the leading issue of the 
present campaign. 
It is of so vital an 
importance that it overshadows all less 
considerations. It so completely over­ 
shadows the less prom inent issues that 
it goes far towards eclipsing them . This 
should not be so, for prominent as the 
tariff question is at this juncture, the 
Democratic party is not an affair of one 
idea. There are other abuses to reform 
scarcely less in their moment to the peo­ 
ple than is the war tax schedule. The 
Republican 
party 
is 
the 
crea­ 
tor 
of 
abuseB. 
Its 
term 
of 
rule 
was made monumental by the legion and 
giant abuses which it fostered, and on 
which in turn it fattened. 
The Democratic party in its platform 
looks to the reformation of other abuses 
created by Republican misrule. Witness 
these w ords: 
It (the Democratic party ) has reversed 
the improvident and unwise policy of the 
Republican party touching the public do­ 
main, and has reclaimed from corpora­ 
tions and syndicates, alien and domestic, 
and has restored to the people nearly 
100,000,000 of acres of valuable land, to 
be sacredly held as homesteads for our 
citizens. 
Voters have recalled for years that the 
Republican party, when in fnll power, 
especially right after the war, voted 
away immense tracts of the public lands, 
but the magnitude of these gifts to rail­ 
road corporations has probably never 
been fully realized. During the ten years 
of undisputed Republican control of all 
branches of government, from 1801 to 
1871, a total of 183,643,944 acres of land 
was voted outright by Congress. Of this 
amount over 58,000,000 acres were voted 
away in the one month of July, 186G. when 
Schuyler Colfax was Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, and 25,100,000 
acres more were voted away in one day 
March 3, 1871, when Jam es G. Blaine 
was Speaker. The following table shows 
the largest of these grants and the cor­ 
porations receiving th em :

Here is a tract of land as large as 
Great Britain and Ireland with their 
37,000,000 inhabitants; as large as France 
with her 40,000,000; as large as Germany 
with as large a num ber of souls. 
It is 
equal to nearly one-third of all the farms 
in the United States, which support 60,* 
000,000 of people. 
It is these grants of nearly 160,000,000 
acres, of which the railroads have pat­ 
ented less than 13,500,000 acres, which 
the Democratic party proposes to restore 
to the people.

I n d i a n a p o l i s , September 2 9 .—The first 
of the several visiting delegations to ar­ 
rive to-day came from Cleveland, Ohio, 
between six and seven hundred strong. 
Although small in num ber, it was the 
best uniformed and one of the finest 
looking delegations of the hundreds that 
have visited Gen. Harrison. 
It com­ 
prised two hundred veterans, commanded 
by Gen. Jame» G. Barnett. They were 
known as the “ Harrison boys in blue," 
and wore the historial cape coats of 1801. 
The Central G erm an Club, two hundred 
in num ber; John A. Logan C lub; Har­ 
rison and Morton Club, and Frem ont 
Guards completed the handsome dele­ 
gation. The Frem ont ( iuards wore strik­ 
ing blue continental uniforms. 
Each 
carried a log cabin torch, being a mina- 
ture bouse constructed of colored glass. 
The Harrison and Morton Club carried 
large battle-axes with “ II” inscribed on 
the blade. Among the prominent gen­ 
tlemen accompanying the delegation were 
Hon. Amos Townsend and Gen. Ed. 
Myers. 
At noon a delegation of 200 students 
from the State Normal School at Normal, 
111., arrived. There were seventy young 
ladies in the delegation, wearing jaunty 
felt hats of all colors, and on the one 
shoulder a rosette of red, white and blue 
ribbons, on the other a handsome badge. 
The delegations arrived at noon and 
marched to University Park. 
General 
Harrison’s appearance was greeted by a 
storm of cheers. (ieneral Harrison ad­ 
dressed the visitors af some length. 
The delegation from Chicago did not 
arrive until 4 o’clock. They numbered 
about 1000 voters. The organizations 
represented were the V eterans’ Club of 
1840, fifty m em bers; John A. Logan 
Club, Twelfth Ward Republican Club, 
Italiaa Republican Club, and the Second 
Regiment Band of forty pieces. They 
were met at the depot by the vet­ 
erans of the 
Harrison and Morton 
Regiment of Indianapolis and 200 uni­ 
formed members of the Columbia Club, 
with half a dozen dram corps and bands. 
Of all the numerous delegations that 
have visited the city, perhaps none were 
honored with larger or more enthusiastic 
escorts. 
The streets along the route 
were lined with enthusiastic spectators. 
At University Park a large crowd, includ­ 
ing many of the Cleveland visitors, 
awaited them . Ju st before reaching the 
park the home escort clubs opened 
ranks, and as the Chicago boys matched 
through, cheering, the scene was most 
animating. Judge John W. Green, in 
the absence of Mayor Roache, delivered 
a congratulatory address on behalf of the 
delegation at large, followed by I)r. D. 
A. Smith, who spoke for the Tippecanoe 
veteran. 
After the cheering had sub­ 
sided Gen. Harrison made a response. 
As General Harrison was proceeding 
homeward and reached the corner of 
University Park and Frem ont street, he 
unexpectedly encountered his third and 
last delegation of the day. Thirty little 
girls ranging from four to twelve years, 
each arrayed in a handsome uniform 
of red, white and blue, were drawn up 
in military line on the sidewalk. As the 
General 
approached, little Annie I. 
Dynes, their captain, addressing him 
said: 
“ General Harrison, I take pleas­ 
ure in introducing to you these children 
of the South Side, whose parents are 
workingmen and women, and who desire 
the success of the Republican party, the 
true friend of the working men, women 
and children, everyw here.” Then they 
gave three cheers for General Harrison, 
who responded briefly to this unique 
delegation. 


Harrison’s reference to dogmatic free 
traders as “ students of maxims and not 
of markets” liad exposed in a sentence 
the fallacy of their economic creed. 
Blaine then went into history, and his 
speech dealt entirely with tho record of 
high tariff and low tariff and the relative 
influence of each up?n the country. The 
various tariff measures from the first in 
1789, down 10 the issues of 1844, betw een 
Clay and Polk, after which a free 
trader, Robert J. Walker, of Mississippi, 
became heeretary of the Treasury, and 
under whom the protective tariff of 1842 
was cut down and the free-trade tariff of 
184G was placed on the statute books. 
Jefferson’s 
messages to Congress, in 
which he discusses the several methods 
of disposing of the surplus, were cited in 
comparison with the utterances of Cleve­ 
land on tho same subject, and at each 
juncture of the national history where 
tariff issues were involved, Blaine insti­ 
tuted comparisons between the Demo­ 
crats of then and now, and held up the 
disastrous results of 1837 as a warning 
that the tariff should not then have been 
lowered as it was, nar should it be now. 
Hluine’s address was designed to pre­ 
sent the historical tariff situation analo­ 
gous to the present, and in each case his 
deductions were strongly in favor of the 
election of Harrison and the defeat of 
Democratic endeavors. 
Speeches were then made by John F. 
Finerty, Rev. Wr. It. Derrick (colored) 
and others. A parade by a torchlight 
procession of 5,000 men was a feature of 
the demonstration. 
Blaine will start 
west on Monday night.

W hite, which had its origin in the ri­ 
valry of the two boats in the regatta of 
of the Pacific Y acht Club, two weeks ago, 
at which time th e America won the race 
for first class schooners, took place to- 
lay over the eouree reaching from an 
imaginary line drawn from Point Lobos 
to Point Bonita, then out to and around 
the middle 
rock 
of 
the 
Farallone 
Islands, a distance 
of 56‘¿¿ 
statute 
miles. 
The race was for $1,000 a side, 
but was of especial interest to yachtmen 
as deciding the superiority of the one 
style of boat over the other. Captain 
M atthew Turner, owner of the America, 
being the builder of the racing yachts 
Lnrline and Chispa and the sloop Nellie, 
while Captain White was the designer 
and builder of the yachts Azalene and 
Virginia. 
The W hite is longer over all, 
narrower and slightly less in depth than 
her competitor, but the America pos­ 
sesses the advantage of superior spread 
of canvas and quality of making head­ 
way against a heavy éea. 
Both vessels 
for some days prior to the race were be­ 
ing put in racing trim and to-day when 
towed to the starting point presented a 
fine sight with their snowy canvass and 
freshly painted sides.

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TARIFF REFORM. 


Great Speech by Hon. W. 8. 
Herndon. 


E X C E S S I V E T A X E S U N J U S T . 


W ages Are Not M ade B etter and Ne­ 
cessities Are Made D earer by 
th e W ar Schedule. 


The following is the speech of Hon. W . 
S. Herndon, of Texas, reported in full by 
Moye G. Norton as delivered before a 
mass meeting of the people of Los Ange­ 
les city on Tuesday evening, September 
25, 1888. 
Mr. llorndon, 
upon being 
presented to the audience, spoke as 
follows: 
M b . C h a irm a n , L a d iic s a n d G e n t l e ­ 
m en :—At the request of the Democrats 
o¿ your city, I have consented to address 
you on this occasion upon the issues 
which are being subm itted to the judg­ 
m ent of the people by the two great 
political parties. The platforms which 
announce the policies and principles for 
which they contend have been promul­ 
gated. 
The candidates, in accepting the 
high trusts confided to them by their re­ 
spective 
parties, have 
outlined 
the 
policies which will control their execu­ 
tive action in the event of success. 
The 
iiaueB are simple and clearly defined, 
and are submitted to the great American 
jury of voters. In the exercise of their 
most im portant civic right, they will 
solemnly proclaim to the world, on the 
7th day of November, the name of that 
party to which they will entrust the con­ 
trol and destiny of the Government for 
the period of four years. 
Tne Demo­ 
cracy, true to its faith in the virtue and 
intelligence of the great mass of the peo­ 
ple, await their favorable verdict with 
the most enthusiastic confidence. 
I shall not abuse your patience by dis­ 
cussing the claim s of other parties upon 
the suffrages of the people, for the ob­ 
Vious reason that the one or the other of 
the two great parties will adm inister the 
affairs of the Government for the ensu­ 
ing four years. 
I propose to confine 
myself on this occasion to the discussion 
of the single question of the Tariff and 
its relations to labor and taxation. The 
subject, ' ‘Protection for the sake of pro­ 
tection,” I have heretofore discussed, a 
E 
artial report of which appeared in the 
[e r a l d , of this city. 
I do not deem it 
necessary to discuss th at phase of the 
tariff question again to-night. Then, I 
ask your indulgence while I present to 
you, from a Democratic standpoint, the 
question of ‘‘Moderate Taxation against 
H igh Taxation.” This is the issue raised 
by the Mills bill, of which you have 
heard so much during the canvass. The 
Mills bill, approved by a Democratic Pres­ 
ident, endorsed by the National Demo­ 
cratic Convention, and passed by a Demo­ 
cratic House of Representatives embod­ 
ies the views and convictions of the 
Democratic party upon the 
financial 
policy which ought to be applied to the 
adm inistration of the affairs of the Gov­ 
ernm ent under the authority of the Con­ 
stitution. The M ill’s bill is responsive 
to the exigency of the financial condition 
of the country. I t is the specific remedy 
which will give prom pt and efficacious 
relief to the congested Treasury, and will 
prevent that financial disaster which au 
increasing surplus of money withdrawn 
from circulation threatens to the welfare 
and prosperity of the country. 
It is pre­ 
sented to a tax-ridden people by a trium ­ 
phant Democracy to attest the good faith 
and sincerity with which it made its plat­ 
form pledges, if entrusted with power, to 
reform thy vicious tariff legislation and to 
carry theGovernm ent back to those simple 
Democratic m ethods under which it 
prospered for so m any years. The issues 
which were born of a gigantic civil war 
have bean settled forever; and that 
party which seeks to control the affairs 
of the Government m ust win the sup­ 
port and confidence of the people by the 
presentation of issues, policies and "prin­ 
ciples which will assure the future pros­ 
perity of ttie country. 
The object and purpose of the Mills 
bill is tersely stated by Mr. Carlisle to 
be: “ To reduce both revenue and taxa­ 
tion at the same tim e, to abolish duties 
on the necessaries of life and on raw 
materials, and to simplify the taxes.” 
The Democratic party seeks to vindicate 
its right to control the Government by the 
advocacy of the economic, financial prin­ 
ciples embodied in this tariff measure. 
While the Republican party is forced to 
adm it that some prompt legislation is 
necessary to avert financial disaster, it 
vehemently opposes the Mills Bill, for 
the reason "that it is a covert attack upon 
the high protective tariff system under 
whoBe beneficent influence the country 
has prospered for so raauy years. It is 
seriously asserted that any concession to 
the tariff reform policy will surely result 
disastrously to the industrial and com­ 
mercial interests of the country—that 
the passage of this obnoxious measure 
will disturb the am icable relations be­ 
tween labor and capital and will effect 
the value of the products of the field, 
the farm, the m ine, the forest and the 
factories. In its desperate struggle for 
supremacy, the Republican party ap­ 
peals frantically to the cupidity of the 
protected m anufacturer, and relies con­ 
fidently upon the stupidity of the laborer. 
President Cleveland felicitously ex- 
iressed the situation of the hour when 
ie said : “ We are confronted with a con­ 
dition—not a theory.” 
The Govern­ 
m ent, after meeting its current expenses 
and discharging every pecuniary obliga­ 
tion, has a surplus in the vaults of the 
Treasury of 140 millions of dollars, which 
have tbeen subtracted from the volume 
of money by means of which the busi­ 
ness of the country is transacted, under 
the operation of the present tariff legis­ 
la tio n . The surplus is being increased 
at the rate of about ten millions of dol­ 
lars every m onth. 
It is manifest to 
every m ind that the business interest 
of the country dem ands some appropri­ 
ate legislation by which the enormous 
surplus 
may 
be 
legally 
restored 
to circulation. 
The average tariff rate 
now in force is (47.10 on the $100 of im 
ports. The Mills bill proposes a reduc­ 
tion of $4.51 on the $100, leaving the 
average rate at $42.49. Then, the ques 
tioh raised by the measure, and upon 
which the two parties are on issue, is the 
propriety of making this conservativo re­ 
form of the tariff. The Republican party 
has the audacity to charge that even so 
small 
a 
reduction 
of 
the 
tariff 
commits 
the 
Democratic 
party 
to 
the 
doctrine 
of 
free 
trade. 
It contends th at a tariff of $47.10 on the 
$100 cannot with safety be reduced with­ 
out injury and final destruction to the 
protective policy. In other words, that 
you cannot reduce useless expenses in 
business, without destroying that busi­ 
ness. It should be remembered that the 
Republican Senate was the majority 
ana 
may at will adopt the Mills

It has done neither, and the Republican 
party has presented no measure of relief 
to the country. That party stands be­ 
fore the American people dum b on all 
the questions of reform und measures of 
relief so urgently Demanded through the 
many conventions, platforms and polii.- 
cal parties, struggling for 
the 
con­ 
trol of the Gov* r.im ent. 
We must infer 
at this stage of tne contest th at they will 
not adopt the Mills bill, nor offer any 
measure looking toward reform and re­ 
lief. 
Go the contrary, that the party 
will stand squarely upou the high war 
tariff of $47-10 taxation on every $100 of 
imports, with the intention already ex­ 
pressed of raising this rate so high as to 
check imports. 
1 propose now to examine some of the 
grounds of opposition urged against the 
hill in order to test the soundness and 
sincerity of the Republican party in re­ 
sisting this measure. 
The first objectiou 
m ade to the bill is that it is a free trade 
measure and framed in the interest of 
Great Britain and is intended to be 
an 
entering 
wedge 
between 
the 
protective system on the one hand and 
nee trade on the other. It charges that 
the Democratic party, by means of this 
measure, is conspiring to overthrow the 
protective principles and the domestic 
manufacturing industries of this country. 
It may be replied that if the bill íb an 
entering wedge, as stated, it cannot be 
driven without a majority of the Ameri­ 
can people will it; and if they do so, 
it will repeat an old lesson to Repub­ 
licans, that majorities in this country 
have a right to rule. 
Again, it rnav be 
answered, that if the measure is intended 
as a conspiracy to overthrow the institu­ 
tions of this land and bring ruin upon 
the people, 
that still 
it 
will 
be 
the people, acting through lawful m a­ 
jorities, who compass their own ruin. 
It would be well for Republicans to re­ 
member that the Democrats 
are in 
power, and responsible for the tax laws 
they en act; and that they have as much 
interest iu the country and are impelled 
by as patriotic desires for good govern­ 
m ent as the minority 
party. 
Such 
charges are not unusual with “ the outs” 
who am use themselves by scolding those 
in office. 
Again, it may be suggested 
that if the Mills bill would bring the 
ruin predicted for it, that it would open 
the way very soon for seating the Repub­ 
licans firmly in power. 
In answer to 
the free trade charge, I will reply more 
fully, because very m auy people are not 
advised 
precisely 
of

m ean­ 
ing 
of 
free 
trade. 
The 
charge 
is 
hardly 
sincere, 
because 
every 
informed person knows it to be utterly 
untrue! Perhaps the best reason for the 
Republicans making the charge, is to 
hold it out as a red flag and connect it 
with England, in the hope of uuiting the 
Irish vote against the Democratic party.

we 
must define 
the 
tariff, 
as 
prac­ 
tically 
used 
in 
this 
country, 
and ascertain w hether or not it be a tax, 
and what office it is made to. perform in 
our Government. 
A tax is the sum 
which the Government 
exacts 
from 
every citizen for public purposes. The 
object of a tax under our form of Gov­ 
ernm ent is defined to be, “ for the pur­ 
pose of carrying on the Government in 
all its machinery and operations.’’ 
A tariff for revenue only, is one so 
adj usted that the government shall re­ 
ceive all the tax paid. 
A tariff for re­ 
venue with incidental protection, is one 
so framed and so adjusted as to raise all 
needed revenue for public purposes, and 
at the same time encourage 
domestic 
manufacturers 
by fixing the rate to 
covor 
the difference 
in the factory 
cost 
of 
the 
rival 
articles 
at 
hom e and abroad, leaving both products, 
to dem and the usual profits, with the dif­ 
ference of trausportation iu favor of the 
home article. This enables the domestic 
manufacturer to compete with his foreigu 
rival, reaping all the profit that his rival 
does, besides the difference in his favor 
of the transportation. 
A tariff for protection framed under 
the taxing power of the Constitution is 
one so adjusted ns to effect a diversion 
of capital and labor out of the channels 
in which they would otherwise run, and 
encourage them by this artificial advan­ 
tage, to seek the channels created for 
them by law'. 
In effect, this system is 
opposed to all revenue system s; for tho 
Goverrftnent collects revenue on the im­ 
ports that come in, while the artificial 
advantage of protection i < secured only to 
the extent to which imports are kept out. 
W hat then is free trade? 
The only 
country that has absolute free trade Í9 
the States and Territories 
within the 
United States. No independent sovereign 
nation on the globe has such free aud 
unrestricted trade 
relations as 
these 
States. 
Not 
a 
dollar of 
revenue 
is 
collected 
by 
our 
State 
from 
the others on the 
vast 
commerce 
that is exchanged. 
G reat Britain is 
called a free-trade nation. 
But she has 
a tariff duty on about twenty articles of 
imports, upon four of w hich articles, 
spirits, wines, tea aud tobacco, she col­ 
lects annually about one hundred million 
of dollars. The tariff in this country of 
1840, in force till 1801, levied an average 
rate of duty of about twenty-three per 
cent. Free trade does not mean to abol­ 
ish indirect taxes, destroy the custom 
houses, repeal the system of levying and 
collecting 
customs 
duties 
and 
to 
resort 
to direct 
taxation 
for rev­ 
enue. 
Many 
loose 
expressions 
are 
declaimed 
from 
the 
hustings 
calculated to mislead and deceive the 
people into the belief that the Demo­ 
cratic party is now attem pting to foist 
free trade upon the 
country. 
Then 
W hat is free trade under the taxing 
power of our Constitution ? 
I t is to levy 
duties on imports, so that the rate fixed 
shall bring the needed revenue, but not 
afford such artificial advantage to the 
domestic 
manufacturer, 
aB 
will in­ 
duce capital and labor 
to 
abandon 
other business to manufacture articles 
upon which the rate is fixed. In other 
words, it is the opposite of protection; 
that is, protection for the sake of protec­ 
tion. 
By a careful examination of these 
definitions of the difficult forms of the 
tariff, 
it 
will be 
seen 
that 
the 
Democratic 
party 
is 
far 
removed 
from 
free 
trade 
in 
principle 
and practice. 
I t holds to a tariff for rev­ 
enue with incidental protection, and de­ 
clared in its platform that “ since the 
foundation of the government, custom­ 
house duties have furnished its main 
source of revenue, and that this system 
must 
continue.” 
Also 
the 
plat­ 
form declared 
that 
the 
necessary 
reductions in taxation can and must 
lie effected without depriving American 
labor of the ability to compete success­ 
fully with foreign labor, and without im­ 
posing lower rates of duty than will be 
ample to cover any increased coet of pro­ 
duction which may exist in consequence 
of the high rate of wages prevailing in 
this country.” Thus it will be seen that 
the Democratic party has assumed a posi­ 
tion between the extremes of the taxing 
power, and has directed its efforts to se­ 
curing in a business way its adjustment 
of the inequalities of the present law, 
simplifying the m ethods of its applica­ 
tion and affording the largest measure of 
relief to the greatest number of the 
people. It is submitted, therefore, that 
if the redaction proposed of $4.50 on 
$100 on importa 
makes 
it a free 
trade 
party 
then 
the 
reduction 


of one cent from the present duty of 
$47.10 on the $100 would also make it a 
free trade party. Therefore, the Repub­ 
lican party must hold the absurd doc­ 
trine that f he average tariff duty of $47.10 
on the $100 of imports is the minimum 
duty that can be laid without crossing 
the danger line from protection to free 
trade. I hereby submit a list of all the 
tariffs showing the average rate, in this 
Government from 1789 until 1888. 
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18IO 
1824 
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It will be seen that the high tariffs in 
this country were all war tariffs, except­ 
ing the tariff of 1828, called the “ Tariff 
of Abominations” which produced a re­ 
bellion in the Government, and was 
quickly repealed under the demands of 
all political parties. The Morrill tariff of 
1861 was strictly a war tariff adopted 
under a great emergency and with the 
promise then made that it should be re­ 
duced as soon as peace was restored. 
The reduction and revision of this war 
tariff which caused a dutiable list of 
more 
than 
4,000 
articles 
of 
im port 
has 
been 
changed 
from 
time to timo; but to-day the average is 
$47.10 on every $100 of imports. The 
leading statesmen of the Republican 
party and its platform have steudily 
pledged themselves and the party for 
I he 
past 
twenty 
years 
to reduce 
this 
war 
tax, 
revise 
the 
lists, 
aud 
give 
relief 
to 
the 
people 
of this country. The Democratic party 
and its 
leaders 
have 
promised to 
do the same thing, if entrusted with 
power. Since the Democratic party has 
had control of two departm ents of the 
government, it has struggled in good 
faith to redeem its pledges made to the 
country. In 1885 it presented the Mor­ 
rison bill, which was bitterly opposed 
by the Republican party. In 1888 it 
presents the 
Mills 
bill, 
and 
that 
measure 
is 
to-day 
in 
the 
hands 
of the Senators of the United States, who 
seem to be afraid to adopt or reject it. 
The logic of events is drawing them 
slowly but surely to the last ditch. 
For 
statesm en worthy of leadership,they hold 
to-day the most extraordinary position 
ever occupied by a great political party. 
Stripped of all apologies aud explanations 
made by their candidates and leaders 
we behold them posing before the coun­ 
try, beggiug the people to allow them to 
control the government. This platform 
proposes, on the question of revenue, to 
do two distinct things : One is to main­ 
tain the protective system and raise the 
rates so as to check imports, in order to 
give protection 
to 
home industries. 
The obvious effect of this is to prevent 
the government from getting revenue 
from this source. The second object de­ 
clared is to get rid of the increasing sur­ 
plus revenue by repealing the tax on to­ 
bacco, spirits used in the arts, and lastly 
on whisky. As to the $140,000,000 of sur­ 
plus already in the Treasury, some of 
the 
leaders 
of 
that 
party 
on 
the Pacific coast propose to “ Blow it in !” 
Now, I put the question, “ From what 
source will they get revenue to operate 
the G overnment?” It is plain they pro­ 
pose to repeal the internal revenue on 
luxuries in order to 
preserve intact 
“ our protective system ,” which must 
be maintained, and then they propose 
to increase the 
war rate of tariff 
by raising the rate until imports are 
checked or prohibited, thereby giving 
the protected domestic manufacturer all 
the benefits of the high rate, and at the 
same time defeating the Government of 
its revenue and forcing the coaeumer to 
buy in the 
home 
m arket 
created 
for 
the 
benefit 
of 
the 
domestic 
manufacturer. 
Let the voter contrast 
this rem arkable policy and statesm an­ 
ship, with the practical and business 
problems of revision and reform of the 
tariff, as exhibited in tho Mills bill, and 
answer in the forum of conscience and 
duty which party should be entrusted 
with this government for the Dext four 
years. Passing from tho charges made 
by 
Republicans, 
which 
we 
have 
endeavored 
to answer, I will 
now 
consider 
some 
other 
reasons 
for 
approving the reduction and revision 
proposed. 
Republicans affirm that pro­ 
tection is necessary to enable our domes­ 
tic manufacturers to compete with their 
foreign rivals; that it guarantees to those 
engaged 
in 
that 
business 
certain 
and high 
wages; 
that 
it secures 
to 
the 
home 
producer 
a 
profit 
against 
his 
foreign 
rival, 
without 
increasing the coat of his produce to the 
domestic consumer; that it diversifies 
the iudustries of the country, and secures 
steady work and good wages to all labor, 
whether in protected industries or not, 
by giving them a home m arket for their 
products, and securing to them cheaper 
domestic products by checking imports 
and competition 
of 
foreign 
rivals. 
If these claims are well founded, and 
protection could secure these ends, the 
Republican party ought to change names 
with the Anti-poverty party and propose 
the doctrine as the panacea for all 
political ills. 
In answering these claims 
I 
ask 
of 
the 
tariff 
tax 
of 
$47 on the $100 has secured any of these 
marvelous results? All the world knows 
that it has signally failed. No country on 
the earth has had more labor troubles 
and more severe financial panics and 
greater industrial stagnation than this 
in the last twenty years. To verify this, 
you have but to inquire how many labor 
unions, labor organizations, alliances, 
Knights of Labor and other organizations 
have lately united for the purpose of de­ 
m anding relief and resisting oppres­ 
sions. 
By authentic statistics it has 
been shown there were 995 labor strikes 
in this country from 1881 to 1886, largely 
csnfined to the protected 
industries. 
It is obious, also, that the laboring 
classes 
aro 
in 
a 
condition 
of 
want 
and 
misery. 
They 
do 
not 
have sufficient work nor adequate price 
for their labor. It is useless to array 
labor statistics to dem onstrate such facts, 
because every laborer knows well that 
the wretched plight of Labor in this coun­ 
try is the direct cause of all the organiza­ 
tions of labor to improve their condition. 
This protective rate of tariff has been in 
force twenty-seven years, and if, during 
that period it has totally 
failed 
to 
receive the blessings claimed for it, how 
mnch higher will it have to be raised, 
and how much longer will it have to run 
to make the people rich and prosperous? 
The failure to effect these objects must 
be conceded and yet the Republican 
party is not convinced by tweniy-Beveu 
years of trial. 
He asserts with a simulated zeal which 
betrays its want of confidence in its 
truth, that the interest of the wage- 
earning class demands the perpetuity of 
a high tariff called into existence by the 
fiscal requirements of the Government to 
prosecute a war successfully. 
I feel cer- 
fain that I can dem onstrate to any 
unbiaeed and intelligent voter the falsity 
of this proposition. The wages of the 
laboring m an is not dependent upon the 
tariff legislation. It is more directly in- 
■“ 
the law of supply and de­ 


mand. The truth of this proposition 
must be conceded when it is positively 
ascertained that the wages are higher 
in free-trade England than in protected 
France, Germ.iuy. Italy and Russia, 
that wages in the sam*> lino of b^sines* 
are higher in the Southern aud Western 
States than in the Eastern and Northern 
States. 
If protection makes possible 
high wages, will some Republican cam­ 
paign orator explain to you why a farm 
laborer is paid more for his services in 
California 
than 
in 
M assachusetts? 
If 
it 
be 
true 
that 
protection 
makes 
high 
wages 
and 
promotes 
the general prosperity of tho country, 
the present tarifl" rate ought to be raised, 
for it must be adm itted that tho laboring 
class are not content with their condi­ 
tion, and that the business condition of 
the country is not satisfactory. The Re­ 
publicans should propose to increase tax­ 
ation, that wealth and prosperity may 
follow. 
Dr. 
Sangrador 
firm­ 
ly believed in his remedy of blood­ 
letting 
for 
all 
human 
ailments. 
When his students bled a patient until 
he fainted, in alarm they applied to their 
preceptor for assistance. lie directed 
them to take more blood, that it was the 
only way to save the patient. The only 
remedy offered by the Republicans to­ 
day is to hold the same war tax until 
they get into power, and then raise it 
until it checks imports. 
Does protection guarantee steady work 
and good wages to labor in protected in­ 
dustries as well a9 increase the wages of 
those in unprotected industries? 
It is the habit of Republicans to claim 
everything in this country for protection. 
It is looked upon by many as some­ 
thing clothed with extraordinary powers 
and capable of performing the most 
marvelous things. 
I therefore propose to 
analyze, if possible, the exact qualities of 
protection 
before 
entering into the 
relation 
it 
bears to labor. 
Protec­ 
tion 
when 
coupled 
with 
the 
taxing 
power 
is 
a 
negative 
force. It operates only by restraint. 
It 
has no creative power or curative proper­ 
ties. The force necessary to produce 
wealth existed 
before the term was 
used—is independent of it, and moves 
forward in spite of it. 
Protection as a 
negative force is a restraint upou, and 
impedes that force 
which 
produces 
wealth. 
Protection does not create nor direct 
any productive force. 
If it did, some of 
the fruits claimed for it would be better 
founded. 
A protective tariff does not 
add any thing to the wealth or capital of 
a country; it doeB not raise or lower 
wages, but subtracts from both wages 
and the sum of wealth. The protective 
principle is not one of revenue; it is op­ 
posed 
to 
the 
financial 
idea; 
it 
does 
not 
fix 
stability 
and 
revenue 
cannot 
flow 
from 
its 
exercise, into the Treasury. Protection 
as an incidental and negative force in its 
restraining effect; it is a means to an 
end. It is temporary and used as an ex­ 
pedient to aid the weak at the expense 
of the strong. 
If it were proposed se­ 
riously to levy a high protective rate of 
tarifl" und to m aintain it always, the peo­ 
ple of this country would rebel against it, 
because 
the 
protection 
which 
it 
affords is a burden upon the unprotected 
profitable industries and consumers of 
the country. The idea of protection to 
home industries has always been ap ­ 
plied until 1888 to helping infant in d u s­ 
tries, and this help is only to be contin­ 
ued until they are able to realizo fair 
profits, and then to bear their own bur­ 
dens. 
So 
it 
will 
be 
seen that 
the new doctrine of protection for the 
sake of protection and not revenue, is in 
open conflict with the taxing power of 
the Constitution and the history of our 
country. Tho novel proposition of tho 
Republicans now is, that the protective 
principle is an affirmative, vital prin­ 
ciple of our Constitution, aud it is being 
used 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
creat­ 
ing the 
wealth and 
prosperity 
of 
the 
country. 
Mr. 
Blaine 
declared 
that the increase of thirty billions of 
wealth in this country from 1860 to 1880 
was the direct result of the high tariff. 
Upon the same line of reasoning you 
m ight assert that if the tariff rate had 
been 
doubted 
during 
the 
same 
period, 
our 
increase 
of 
wealth 
would 
have 
been 
sixty 
billions. 
Wo will next inquire if high tariff makes 
high wages and maintains them . 
Let us 
look into the protected factories a mo1 
ment. The factory is a purchaser of 
labor. 
The 
laborer 
has 
but one 
product 
to 
sell, 
his 
own 
labor. 
That 
product 
is 
not 
protected. 
W hen lie offers to sell it, he does so in a 
market where every skilled laborer in 
the whole county—in fact, in the whole 
world, may compete with him for the 
job. 
The mill owner buys the labor he 
wants as cheaply as he can secure it. The 
protected industry does not pay more 
labor tnan unprotected industries. Jf so, 
the labor from these would gradually 
offer their services until by competition 
the price would be lowered. 
Again, 
tiiere are about eighteen millions of 
laborers 
in 
the 
United 
States, 
and less than one million are em ­ 
ployed in strictly protected industries. 
The price paid the one million does not 
fix the price of ihe rem aining seventeen 
million of laborers. Tho very reverse is 
true. In fact, it is shown beyond all dis­ 
pute that the price of labor in unprotected 
industries in this country is 
higher 
and 
the 
conditions of 
this labor 
better than in the protected districts. 
Tho price of labor differs greatly in the 
same employment in different States of 
this Union, much more so than between 
this 
country 
and 
England. 
There 
is 
no 
truth 
in 
the 
claims 
that 
higher 
prices 
are 
paid 
and a high tariff is dem anded by our 
domestic manufacturers to enable them 
to 
compete 
with 
the 
pauper 
la­ 
bor of 
Europe. 
The 
pauper 
labor 
of 
Europe 
when 
applied 
to 
the 
skilled 
labor 
in 
high 
grades 
of 
factory work is a sham. 
The skilled 
labor of England receives quite as much 
as the skilled labor of this country. 
While the urnount of m any wage-earners 
is higher here than there, the rents and 
necessaries of life 
are all 
cheaper. 
A gain: The tariff is not the measure 
of prices, nor does it make them higher 
or lower. 
If you consider the great in­ 
dustries, in the manufacture of iron, 
steel, woolens, cottons, glass, silks, car­ 
pets and potterv, and take the aver­ 
age 
wageB 
of 
all 
the 
operatives 
in their leading protected industries and 
then take the average wages paid in the 
unprotected industries in the State of 
Kansas, it will be seen th at the unpro­ 
tected lalx>rer in K ansas receives $5 per 
annum more than those in the eight pro­ 
tected industries. There is another reason 
for disputing the claim that a high tariff 
makes higher wages and lower prices for 
the factory product. 
The products of 
the factory are divided into three ele­ 
ments or factors necessary in their crea­ 
tion, capital, raw m aterial and la­ 
bor. 
If 
all ^ 
of 
them 
are 
at 
a 
low 
price, 
the 
products 
can be sold low. 
But if any one of these 
factors is high, the other two m ust be 
low in order to keep down the price. 
Therefore, when ruw material is high, 
jabor 
m ust 
be 
low. 
If 
capital 
is high labor must be low. 
Hence a 
high tariff on raw material most redace 
the price of labor. The high price of 


and the high price of labor m ust reduce 
the profit on the product. 
Still the 
manufacturer asks for a higher tarifl 
to 
pay 
the 
operatives 
a higher 
price and also upon raw materials to 
compete with “ the pauper labor” of 
Europe. 
It is obvious that if this protec­ 
tion has the effect claimed for it, then 
every 
raise 
of 
the 
tariff 
the 
wages of the operative ought to be in­ 
creased in the same ratio as the benefit 
on 
the 
factory 
product 
would de­ 
crease. 
How 
can 
this 
keep 
the 
manufacturer? 
Does 
it not 
place him at the mercy of his rival who 
has free raw m aterial and lower wages, 
while, by virtue of the tariff, the home 
producer pays the higher price for raw 
material and wages? If the demand 
should be granted and the artificial 
advantage given to labor, it would 
deprive the 
domestic 
producer 
of 
profits and destroy him. 
Therefore 
I conclude that the demand for high tar­ 
iff to m aintaiu high wages is not in the 
interest of labor, but the advantage 
is pocketed by the manufacturer. 
The 
superior advantage of the domestic m an­ 
ufacturer 
is 
found 
in 
this, 
that 
he seeks to lift the tariff to the highest 
poB3ible rate under the pretense of pay­ 
ing the highest prices for American 
labor and competing against 
foreign 
rivals who use cheaper labor called 
“ pauper 
labor.” 
Being 
secured 
in 
a 
high 
protected 
rate, 
he 
does 
not 
employ 
American 
labor 
unless it is 
as 
cheap 
as foreign 
labor that may be brought here. The 
low price of foreign labor is used to re­ 
duce American labor to its minimum, 
and the home 
laborer 
must com­ 
pete 
in 
that 
free 
labor 
market. 
The raw material used in many of the 
protected industries is paid for by the 
Government’s specific duty, fixed upon 
the product of his riv al;" hence the fac­ 
tory cost here, by reason of the specific 
duty and the 
low 
price of labor 
1* as low as the same article can be pro­ 
duced by the foreign rival. 
And tbis is 
shown conclusively by the fact th at our 
domestic manufacturers annually ship 
millions of their products into those coun­ 
tries against whose pauper labor they 
are protected and undersell their rivals. 
By reference to statistics on exports it will 
be seen that we exported in 1887 of do­ 
mestic manufactureros about $136,000,000, 
all of which was sold in foreign m arkets; 
and 
a 
large 
part 
of 
it—such 
as watches, jewelry, cutlery, tools, sew­ 
ing machines, etc., were sold much 
cheaper in foreign countries than the like 
goods were sold here. The protective 
tariff 
now 
in 
force 
enables 
the 
domestic 
manufacturer 
to 
oppress 
the laborer under the patriotic pretense 
of benefiting the laboring people of this 
country. 
He clamors for the highest 
rate of tariff for the express purpose of 
paying 
a 
higher 
price 
for 
labor 
than his rivals pay in Europe, and 
his dem and is granted, the rate is made 
high. As I have shown, he buys the 
lowest priced labor he can get in the un­ 
protected labor market, and produces the 
product of his factory often cheaper than 
his foreign rival. The laborer is told by 
Republicans to vote for them , because 
they are his friends; and the word pro­ 
tection means to protect his labor against 
pauper labor. Now let us see by actual 
test, if the Republicans are friendly to 
labor. 
To practically 
illustrate 
the 
claim that the laborer receives some part 
of the tariff rate, we will take an exam ­ 
ple of one ton of steel rails and one ton 
of structural iron produced at the Edgar 
Thompson works in 1887, now owned 
in 
part 
by 
Mr. 
Carnegie. 
Tho 
cost was 
ascertained 
through arbi­ 
trators 
in 
making 
a 
settlem ent 
between labor and the mill owners, and 
is no doubt perfectly correct. 
The cost of a ton of eteel rails is 
...........$20.79 
M ateilal and w aste................... $22.70 
L abor................................... 
4.09 


T o tal............................ 
.$20.79 
The percentage of labor on the cost of 
one ton is 15.25 per cent. 
The selling 
price of steel rails in 1887 ran from $37.50 
to $44 per ton. Taking the lowest price, 
it will be Been the profit was $10.71 per 
to n ; or when the selling price was $44 
per ton the profit was $17.21 per ton. 
Labor, therefore, if it had shared in the 
selling price, would have been benefited 
by the tariff, but this was denied and the 
percentage of labor in the selling price 
was only 10.07 per cent. The tariff, 85 
per cent., was made to help the laborer; 
yet he did not receive one cent in the en­ 
hanced profits by reason of this tariff. 
Take a still stranger case of a ton of 
structural iron produced at the same 
works in 1887. Cost of one ton of struc­ 
tural iron, $28.02. Cost of labor on this 
ton, $5.33, or 19 per cent, of the cost of 
production. The tariff on this ton is 102 
per cent., or $28.88 duty. The selling 
price in 1887 was $66 per ton, showing a 
profit over the actual cost, including 
labor of $28.02, to be $37.93 on each ton. 
The $5.53 actually received by labor was 
19 per cent, of the cost of production, but 
it would be only 8.7 per cent, of the sell­ 
ing price. Mr. Carnegie receives $37.98 
net profit on every ton, while labor does 
not receive one" cent. You may take 
sim ilar illustrations in every protected 
industry aud demonstrate "that labor 
does not share the benefit created by the 
artificial price fixed by the tarifl". In 
the last case mentioned can any Repub­ 
lican explain why the tariff should be 
102.75 percent, on one ton of structural 
iron, and 10 per cent, on diamonds? The 
manufacturer 
alone reaps 
the ben­ 
efit of the high protection, and under 
the benevolent 
pretense 
of helping 
labor, does m ora to oppress and injure 
the operatives than any other class of 
capitalists. 
By such unfair and fraudulent means 
labor is oppressed and crushed under 
the iron heel of as rank despotism as 
ever existed in any King-ridden country 
on earth. In the confidential circular 
sent out by Jam es P. Foster, May 28, 
1888, from the headquarters of the Re- 
S 
ubliean League of the United States, 
emanding contributions to carry on the 
Republican campaign, he speaks with 
authority to his own people and for once 
tells the truth about the effect of the 
high tariff and who it actually benefits. 
Here is what he says: 
“ In fact, I have it from the best possi­ 
ble source that the manufacturers of 
Pennsylvania, who are more highly pro­ 
tected than anybodj 
else, and who 
make large fortunes every year when 
times are prosperous, practically give 
nothing toward the m aintenance of the 
ascendancy of the Republican party. 
Of 
course I shall not violate what I consider 
to be a proper principle of action; bnt if 
I had my way about it I would put the 
manufacturers of Pennsylvania under the 
fire and fry all the fat oat of them . If 
the Mills Tariff bill comes to the Senate, 
there will be some votes cast there which 
will open the eyes of some of these peo­ 
ple who have, while gathering their 
millions, treated the Republican party as 
their humble servant.” 
These are strong words, and bitter, but 
they are true. 
If you take six lead­ 
ing protected industries, iron, wool, cot­ 
ton, silk, boots and shoes, and clothing, 
that employ 800,671 operatives, the aver­ 
age wages is $309.74 per annam , or about 
86 cents per d a y ; or, if you single out 
iron, the most highly protected of all in­ 
dustries. it will be found the average 
lee .of labor ie about $1.04>¿ per day. 


protected industries west of the Missis­ 
sippi river. In California common farm 
labor receives $1.25 to $1.50 per day, 
while the food necessaries oí life are 
much cheaper there tban in the protected 
districts. 
The tariff does not control 
wages except to subtract from them by 
selling to labor higher priced goods than 
they could buy with competition. 
The 
price of labor depends on the supply of 
labor offered in the market, the value of 
the product tobe produced, and the de­ 
maud for such product. There are other 
factors that influence the price of labor, 


suddenly concentrated at particular locaL 
ities ana engaging in special lines of 
business requiring immediate results. It 
is, therefore, submitted th at the claim 
that protection causes more wages and 
constant work is not supported by the 
facts, and is used by domestic manu­ 
facturers to reap larger profits out of the 
products produced. 
But is the tariff a 
tax ? Heretofore no one cared to pro­ 
voke the riducle of his fellows by sug­ 
gesting that the tariff was anything else 
than a tax. 
The claim is now made by 
leading Republicans, who have accepted 
the faiths of protection, for the sake of 
protection, that the “ tariff is a license 
granted by this government to other na­ 
tions to trade 
with 
us,” 
or 
that 
it is a “ trade regulation.” The fact 
may 
be 
tested 
and 
I 
offer 
the following teat. The duty on one 
class of blankets is 79.66 per cent. 
Sup­ 
pose you want $100 wortn of im ported 
blankets. You buy the bill in England, 
pay the $100 there and ship direct to 
San Francisco. Yon call for the case of 
blankets at the Custom House, and must 
pay the duty, $70.66. 
Now who gets 
that money? Does it not go into the 
Treasury ? Is it not exacted as a tribute 
to the Government? And does not the 
consumer who buys the blankets pay the 
duty? It is an insult to one’s intelli­ 
gence to argue a proposition so plain and 
simple. The Mills bill fixes a dnty of 
40 per cent on blankets; so, if that bill 
was law to-day and you made the same 
purchase, you would save exactly $30.66 
on the transaction. 
But, suppose you bought the same 
blankets, which cost say $100 at the 
factory. 
I have shown that the Govern­ 
ment allows specific duty to cover coet of 
raw m aterial, and the labor is as cheap 
relatively as in England, and the actual 
cost of the product is not greater. The 
cost of labor in the $100 worth of blankets 
would be about $18, included in the $100. 
Now, what will you have to pay for the 
blankets ? You will observe they are not 
sold at a fair profit on the cost, but are 
sold at an inflated price fixed by the 
tariff. If the cost was exactly what the 
same cost in England, then the hom e 
producer could add for profit $79.66, and 
still undersell his rival, or he would 
have 
the 
advantage 
of 
difference 
in 
transportation. 
The 
consumer 
being 
at 
home 
and 
pays 
$179.66 in the home m arket; who gets 
the profit of $79.66? Tho home m arket 
man, of course. Does the Government 
get any revenue out of this transaction, 
or does the labor that made it get any 
part of the $79.66? No, labor was paid 
$18 for making the blankets at factory 
coat, and t h 9 tariff neglected him and 
failed to get any revenue for the Govern­ 
ment. But the tariff secured for the 
domestic producer a profit of $79.66. Is 
this a tax? It is an exaction on the part 
of the Government for the benefit of a 
class. 
If the Mills bill was in force as 
law, it would save the consumer $39 66, 
and reduce the profits of the manufac­ 
turer the same am ount. You may find 
hundrets of items on the schedules, and 
test the claim for yourself, and in every 
caee you will find tho tariff duty a tax, 
and in the last case mentioned the home 
manufacturer reaps the sole 
benefit. 
The last claim which Í wili notice 
is 
that 
a 
high 
tariff 
creates 
a 
home 
market. 
This 
claim 
has no better foundations tban the 
others. In 1887 our domestic 
manufac­ 
tures produced $5,369,599,191 as a pro­ 
duct and exported 2 per cent and sold 98 
per cent of it in this country. Tbis was a 
good home market for them . It has been 
carefully estimated th at by reason of the 
artificial lifting of the price of domestic 
manufacture against the competition of 
foreign rivals that the domestic factory 
receives $5 in profits while the govern­ 
ment gets $1 of revenue. 
The govern­ 
ment last year received from dutiable 
imposts about $217,000,000,and the m an­ 
ufacturers received in enhanced profits 
by reason of protection one billion of dol- 
lats. Thus stood the account on last year’s 
business with the government on the one 
hand, aud domestic manufacturers on the 
other. But how stood the account with 
the sixty millions of consumers? 
How 
much did they pay ? 
It is claimed that 
they paid the twelve hundred millions of 
dollars to the manufacturers and the gov­ 
ernm ent. W hat did they receive in re­ 
turn 
for it? The 
Treasury received 
the two hundred and seventeen millions 
for public purposes. 
But the exaction 
was too much by the am ount of the sur­ 
plus of $130.000,000 now lying idle, and 
which was an unwise and oppressive ex­ 
action from labor. 
And how much did 
they get of the one million paid to the 
factories? Not one d o llar; because this 
sum represents the r e t profit on the 
business after having paid tor the produc­ 
tion of the article. Therefore, it is plain 
that tho consumers were great losers by 
both transactions. 
But it is claimed that 
the factories themselves furnish the best 
home m arket in the world for the unpro­ 
tected industries of this country. 
Let os 
examine this a moment. The total num­ 
ber of wage-workers in the United States 
now is about eighteen million. Of these, 
less than one-sixth are engaged in m anu­ 
facturing. 
Statistics show that all of 
these consumo of the total products of the 
field and farm used in this country 15.7 
per 
cent. 
But 
the 
operatives 
in 
strictly 
protected 
industries 
are less than 1,000,000, and they con­ 
sume only 5 per cent of the same pro­ 
duct, leaving 95 per cent to other people 
in other industries. 
But as consumers 
they would ubo one and four-tenths per 
cent of the whole, or one per cent of the 
total product. 
How can it be truthfully 
said th at this 1,000,000 of people furnish 
a home m arket for 60,000,000? 
The 
truth is they furnish but a small fraction 
cf a m arket, and while they pay the 
highest price in the market, those who 
sell to them pay the lowest price. The 
factory owners hold a drawback on the 
wages of their operatives. They keep a 
supply 
store 
and 
sell| the 
goods 
to them at the highest rate possible. Bat . 
when they buy supplies it is at the cheap­ 
est possible rate at wholesale, realizing a 
profit to come oat of the operatives’ 
wages. 
They also build and rent tene­ 
ment houses to the operatives at high 
prices and deduct the amount out of 
wages. So it will be seen that the operar 
tives handle little or no money, ana are 
not good customers in the home market. 
Bnt the home m arket is like the feast in 
the 
fable 
prepared 
by 
the 
fox 
for 
the 
crane, 
when 
the 
fox 
poured the soup into a broad and 
shallow d ish ; the crane with his long 
bill could not satisfy his hunger. Neither 
cau the producers of this country satisfy 
themselves in the home market spread 
for them by the Republicans. Because 
that home market is a free trade market, 
the same market in which labor la 
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M> protection. The farm ing class, who 
num ber about one-half of all the labor 
in this country, from 1880 until 1887, in­ 
clusive, exported mostly to Europe their 
surplus of $4,662,301,979, which averaged 
77 per cent, of all the exports from this 
country during those eight years. Now, 
if the home m arket was all that is claim­ 
ed for it, why did it not buy this sur­ 
plus? 
Again: How was the price of like 
products fixed at hom e? 
By the small 
am ount, say 5 per cent., bought by the 
factories? I answer, no. The price of 
all products sold at home is fixed by the 
price at which the surplus is sold abroad. 
If the farm er can get one cent per bushel 
more for grain by exporting it than he 
<^ n by selling it at home, he will export 
it. 
He acts in the unprotected compet­ 
ing m arket in selling his products just as 
the manufacturer does when he buys 
labor or supplies. Each acts for his best 
interest. No claim yet presented is more 
absurd than the home m arket argument. 
Every producer in the unprotected in­ 
dustries and wage-worker will see at a 
glance that this claim is a kind of drag­ 
net to catch votes. 
The Republican 
party is posing to-day before the country 
as the only political party that is the real 
friend of labor. 
After considering the 
effect of the war tariff rates upon labor 
in unprotected industries and the effect 
upon the consumers of this country, it is 
difficult to see how an intelligent, honest 
man can vote to perpetuate his own 
enslavement. 
The tax to day on the 
revenue of $390,000,000 for the present 
year shows a per capita ftax of $6.50 f r 
60,000,000 of people. 
But the tax is 
much more onerous, because the heads 
of families of five as a rule have it to 
pav, and thus every head of a family is 
called upon to pay a war tax in tim e of 
peace of $32.50 every year. 
Compare this tax with all other taxes 
th at you pay and see the difference. Not 
one dollar of this is a tax upon personal 
or 
real 
property 
subject 
to 
tax 
in 
the 
S tates; 
but 
it 
is 
tax upon what each person consumes 
The producer is put at th e mercy of his 
foreign rival and his home manufacturer. 
For if he buys to the extent of his sur­ 
plus those necessaries required at home 
in the cheaper m arket abroad—say his 
surplus is five hundred million dollars— 
he is not done paying for them ; but if 
the goods are an average lot, he must 
pay to the United States the average du­ 
ties, $235,500,000, before he can get 
them out of the Custom House. 
But if he receives gold for his surplus 
$600,000,000 and brings that home and 
buys in the home m arket the same lot 
of articles from the protected industries 
he 
still 
pays the 
enhanced price 
raised by the tariff, $235,500,000, or 
about that sum. 
So be loses in eithe- 
case. 
How does this effect his surplus? 
If he receives $1 per bushel for grain in 
a foreign m arket and he buys either 
there or here or exchanges for goods 
needed, he loses about 47.10 per cent, of 
his total sales. 
In other words, he ap­ 
parently gets $1 per bushel but in fact 
gets 52.9 cents per bushel. But the very 
impossibility of 
furnishing 
a home 
market for our surplus brings out its 
fallacy more clearly. Illustrate by cot­ 
ton. 
Our crop last year was about 
$280,000,000; only thirty per cent, of it 
used in this country. 
Our total invest­ 
m ent in cotton factories, say $219,000,­ 
000, with 172,000 operatives. Now, to 
use the present crop the factory business 
m ust be increased to 
a 
capital 
of 
$660,000,000, and 
over 500,000 oper­ 
atives, 
without 
the 
product 
of 
cotton 
being 
increased. 
I t 
has 
taken a century to bring the man- 
afacturing cotton industries up to this 
point. At the same rate it will take two 
more centuries to reach the point of con­ 
sumption of our present crop. But no 
larger crop of cotton m ust be grown. 
That great industry must stand still 200 
years to give time for a home market to 
develop. The same reasoning will apply 
to our surplus of grain and provisions. ' 
This home m arket high tariff dodge 
has made us look little and narrow 
minded, not only among our own people, 
but among the people of other countries. 
Our poverty is apparent. 
Sixty millions 
of our people exported last 
year 
of 
domestic manufactures about 136 mil­ 
lions, while Great Britian. with little 
more than half our population, exported 
over 
1500 
millions 
of 
dollars. 
England holds Mexico, Central 
and 
South America as her own m arket and 
sells to them $13 where we sell them one 
dollar. The very reverse should be at­ 
tained by wise statesm anship on our 
part. 
The “ home m arket” plea is the rank­ 
est perversion of true statesmanship, 
perhaps, ever indulged or tolerated by 
any civilized people claiming to have 
self-government. 
England lauds the 
Republican statesman 
through their 
press (laughing at th eir folly), but se­ 
cretly warns her people to put their 
houses and business in order to meet the 
great tidal wave of enterprise and com­ 
mercial power that will dispute her long 
enjoyed supremacy in the trade markets 
of the world, when the Democratic party 
shall bring our nation back to common 
sense and give them the world as a m ar­ 
k et for their marvelous skill, energy 
wealth and enterprise. 
Of course, this tax is greater or less as 
you may buy woolen, cotton or other 
goods. 
But if you buy an average lot of 
dutiable goods, you pay a tax of $47.10 
on every $100 worth of goods. 
I believe 
th a t if the people of th is country could 
see and fully realize the injustice and op­ 
pression visited upon them by this war 
tax, they would spring to their feet by 
millions and dem and its revision and 
reduction. 
W hen the Democratic party 
offered to reduce by the small sum of 
$4.51 on $100 of im port duties, the Re 
publican party arouses itself and de 
m ands that no relief shall be given ; and 
th at if the people will give them the 
power they promise in all seriousness 
never to allow their taxes to be less. 
The rank outgrowth of this enormous 
tax is the destruction of competition, the 
restriction of trade and commerce, the 
limiting of sixty millions of people to a 
hom e m arket, and that market, artifici­ 
ally inflated so high that its sellers 
reap the harvest of one billion of dollars 
as profits; and the United States, with 
its strange arm s standing guard at every 
S 
irt in the Union to drive back the 
ations of the world, who are willing to 
exchange with us on better terms than 
the classes whom the Government has 
rendered powerful, presents the work of 
Republican statesmen for the last twenty- 
seven years. 
But th at system is pro­ 
ducing, if possible, still more aggravating 
results. 
Having silenced competition 
and driven foreign rivals from our shores, 
and fattened a class until they have 
grown strong and powerful in numbers 
and money, and feeling that the Govern­ 
m ent is standing by them , they have 
entered into conspiracies to first “ bear” 
the m arkets until they drive out or buy 
up small producers, lim it production, 
create a dem and for their wares and 
“bull” the m arket by inflating prices. 
This is called a trust. 
You m ay now 
And a trust in almost every protected in­ 
dustry in the country, covering quite all 
the raw material in m anufactured pro­ 
ducts. Both political parties recognize 
the evil and dangerous effect of trusts. 
Mr. Blaine has been the only apologist 
lor their existence and perpetuity. But 


the point I make is that they could not 
exist and thrive in this country without 
a high tariff. 
I subm it an extract from 
the Chicago Tribune, a good Repablican 
authority, which declared as follows: 
W hat is a trust but a combination of 
tariff-protected manufacturers to strangle 
competition, monopolize industry and its 
products and fleece consumers? It has 
no other purpose, whether it is a sugar, 
a steel or a lead-pencil trust. The ultra 
tariff tax is their sole support. The con­ 
nection between tariff monopoly and 
trustism is clear. 
So long as excessive 
duties are maintained, these trade rings 
will be enabled to bleed the people. 
Reduce these duties to a decent, reason­ 
able figure, and they will be smashed. 
The effect of trusts as claimed by this 
organ of the Republican party is to 
“ strangle competition, monopolize in­ 
dustry and its products and fleece con­ 
sum ers,” is not too strong. 
It does all 
that and much more. 
Holding the home 
m arket well in hand, a trust is able to 
drive labor out of employment, reduce 
production until the price for one-half 
will afford a profit equal to th at derived 
from full production. 
But it does still 
more. The trusts see to it that no im­ 
ports come in like the articles they pro­ 
duce, for they fix their selling price just 
enough below the high tariff to undersell 
the loreign rival and prevent imports. 
Thus the Government is deprived of 
revenue on the one hand, the consumer 
is fleeced on the other, labor is robbed of 
employment, while the 
conspirators 
grow rich and laugh at the folly of law­ 
makers. 
The Republican party is responsible 
for the out-growth and logical results of 
the high war taxes which now prevail. 
As a result, $140,000,000 of useless and 
unjust taxes wrung from the people now 
lies as a surplus in the Treasury. 
When 
it 
is 
considered 
that 
the 
total money circulation in this country 
is about sixteen hundred million of dol­ 
lars or twenty-six dollars per capita, and 
that about one-twelfth of the whole cir­ 
culation is withdrawn from the business 
of the country, the people may well be­ 
come alarmed ; but the condition is worse 
than this. There is locked up in the 
treasury about six hundred millions of 
dollars,’ leaving only about one billion of 
money in circulation, or sixteen dollars 
per capita, and the increasing surplus be­ 
ing withdrawn from businees is at the 
rate of nearly ten millions per month. 
So under the same policy the entire cir­ 
culation would be substantially with­ 
drawn in a period of about eight years, 
and thus bring general distress, bank­ 
ruptcy and ruin in all commercial and 
industrial pursuits in the country. 
Few 
can realize how fast the people’s monev 
is being withdrawn at the rate of ten 
millions per month, that is $33,000 per 
d a y ; $1,378 per hour and $23 per minute. 
The financial condition of the country is 
alarming in the extreme and unless the 
remedy is quickly applied the result may 
be very disastrous. 
The Mills bill offers the only remedy 
now proposed to the country. 
It is not 
complete and as full as the Democratic 
party desired it, but it begins the good 
work and will keep down at least the in­ 
creasing surplus. 
This measure is not 
radical, nor does it propose to make all 
the reduction on any one source of re­ 
venue. On 
the contrary, to relieve 
as far as possible the necessaries of life, 
all raw m aterials, leaving taxation upon 
luxuries and upon those articles the best 
able to bear it. The total reduction pro­ 
posed is $78,176,054.22; of this amount 
$22,189,605.48 íb rem itted by placing arti­ 
cles of prime necessity and raw material 
on the free lipt. 
$31,530,941.74 is a re­ 
duction on articles bearing import duty, 
and $24,455,607.00 is the am ount reduc­ 
ed of internal revenue, while the estima­ 
ted surplus on the fiscal year of 1888 
estimated to be $81,000,000. 
So every 
business man m ust see that a wise dis­ 
tribution has been made from all the 
sources of revenue with the purpose of 
injuring none. 
On the contrary, it pro­ 
poses to do the greatest good to the great­ 
est number. The measure is extremely 
valuable because it has corrected many 
of the inequalities of the present law, 
which arbituarily fixed rates, running 
from one per cent to 208 per cent. 
Al­ 
ways discriminating in favor of the high 
priced article, the rate on it being lighter 
and against the low priced article, the 
rate on it being heavier. This inequality 
was fostered by the article carrying a 
specific and ad valorem duty. The specific 
duty rated upon the pound or square yard 
without regard to value and the ad val­ 
orem rate fixed upon the value of the 
article imported. About all of this is 
stricken out and a simple ad valorem 
duty fixed upon the items in the sched­ 
ule. If the bill had nothing else in it 
but this reform, it ought to be adopted. 
Again, the articles of lumber, wood, 
salt, hem p, jute, chemicals, metals, tin, 
ties and wool, comprising the free list of 
over $22,000,000, is without doubt f 
great relief to the people. 
This, how 
ever, is opposed by Republicans. Let 
the country rem ember that this reduc­ 
tion and reform is the only measure of 
relief proposed by Congress, and unlees 
it is adopted the people m ust submit 
longer to the exactions and oppressions 
of the war tariff with all its disastrous 
consequences. 
It is, therefore, not a 
choice between measures, but it is the 
only measure through which the countiy 
can hqpe for relief. 
The Democrats have administered the 
Government nearly four years without 
the charge of corruption or diversion of 
a dollar of public funds. They have 
eliminated useless expenditures and im­ 
proved the efficacy of the service. They 
have laid a strong grip upon corpora­ 
tions, monopolies and trusts, and are 
driving them to take refuge under the 
flag of truce held out to them by Mr 
Blaine aud his party. 
Over 80,000,000 
acres of land have been wrenched from 
corporations and given to the public do­ 
main, and 65,000,000 more may be here­ 
after. 
The Land Office and other de 
partments have been reorganized aBd 
put upon a better footing. 
The Pension 
Bureau has been improved, so that it 
works 
with greater efficiency. 
The 
strong 
will 
and 
manly 
common 
sense 
and 
pluck 
of 
the 
Presi­ 
dent have infused new energv, life 
and activity into every departm ent of 
government. All predictions of Republi­ 
cans that the “ Democrats could not rule 
as they did” have been verified. 
Demo­ 
crats have not legislated for monopolies 
or classes, but have ruled for the com­ 
mon welfare and general interest of all 
the people. They adm it th at the offices 
are public trusts, which may be revoked 
at will by the people; that they are the 
trusted agents working for the supreme 
public good. In the interest of the Amer­ 
ican people they offer to relieve them of 
seventy-eight millions of taxation annu­ 
ally and promise to adm inister the af­ 
fairs of the government better than ever 
before on that much less money. They 
offered also that when operating the 
government on less money, to give the 
people free salt, free lumber, free cotton 
ties, free tin, free chemicals, free hemp 
and jute, free raw wool and m any other 
necessaries of life that are of the greatest 
realm to the working classes. 
They 
offer you cheaper 
clothing, cheaper 
food, cheaper houses and rents, cheap­ 
er 
im plem ents, 
cheaper machinery, 
cheaper 
living, 
coupled 
w ith 
in­ 
creased work and better wages. They 


offer to repeal the unwise and unjust 
laws which foster monopoly, build up 
wealth and power at the expense of 
labor, make trusts possible, discriminate 
against American labor and in favor of 
foreign and cheap labor; the laws that 
compel the consumer to pay all the 
taxes to support the Government, and 
pays a bonus unjustifiedly exacted of 
about $1,000.000,000 for a favored class, 
annually. They offer you this taxing 
law, simplified; the specific duties that 
work Buch a fraud on the consumer and 
brings such vast wealth to the manufac­ 
turer are to be repealed, the tariff rates 
revised, no favorites to be built up, nil 
citizens and 
all 
capital 
to 
be put 
on au equality so far as possible, and a 
simple ad valorem rate adopted, like a 
plain one-price mark in figures on the 
goods of an honest m erchant. 
The tax 
is held on luxuries except cigars, cigar­ 
ettes and cheroots. Thus all industries 
are preserved and encouraged, all classes 
put on the same level, exact justice done 
each business of the country, and relief 
brought to every m an’s home. 
Still it is 
proposed to drive the Democrats out of 
power and install the Republican party 
which created the laws that are the 
source of all these vices and wrongs. 
Republicans promise the country no sub­ 
stantial benefits for anew lease of power, 
ih e people have the war tax that is 
gradually destroying the beBt interests 
of the country and farming it out to the 
money power who have grown ar­ 
rogant aud aristocratic. 
The Repub­ 
licans offer to raise that war 
tax 
till it shall stand guard at every port in 
the laud, and drive off with one hand all 
foreign rivals, and with the otber de­ 
prive the Government of its needed rev­ 
enue, while the domestic manufacturer 
is allowed to despoil the consumer. They 
do not offer any reform, any revision of 
the taritf, any free list, or the reduction 
of one dollar of the enormous war tax of 
two hundred and seventeen millions de­ 
rived from customs duties. Un the con­ 
trary, they propose to raise the present 
tax till imports are checked aud revenue 
«•eases to flow to the Treasury-- further 
restrict the market un'il the only market 
shall lie a home r %rket, subject to be 
controlled by monopolies and trusts, 
which seek the ruin of both people and 
Government. They ffer to give the pim­ 
ple free tobacco, free spirits used in the 
arts, free whiskey . nd abandon all in­ 
ternal revenue. Tin y will not release 
necessaries of life frr :’u high taxes, but 
offer the people in lieu of them free 
luxuries. 
More plainly stated, they propose 
sovereign remedy which is to m eet every 
want, silence every objection and cure 
every distemper. That rem edy is Taxa­ 
tion. 
Taxation to raise the wages of opera­ 
tives in protected industries. 
Taxation to regulate the price of labor 
in unprotected industries. 
Taxation on raw material to insure 
cheaper products. 
Taxatioafto increase the products of 
factories. 
Taxation to reduce the price of pro­ 
tected producted. 
Taxation to destroy competition. 
Taxation to drive away all foreign 
rivals. 
Taxation to secure a home m arket. 
Taxation to prevent pauper labor. 
Taxation to fix the price of our surplus 
products. 
Taxation to protect capital. 
Taxation to protect home industries 
over 100 years old. 
Taxation of the weak to build up the 
strong. 
Taxation to increase wealth. 
Taxation to create monopolies and 
trusts. 
Taxation, in the language of Iugalls, 
to “ make the rich richer and the poor 
poorer.” 
“ Taxation,” in the language of Jam es 
P. Foster’s confidential circular, “ to run 
the Republican political cam paign.” 
Here you have two policies as wide 
apart as the poles, addressed to the same 
jury to decide. 
The Republican party 
has decided to turn back in the race, 
it 
tells the country plainly all its past 
pledges and policies were snares laid to 
entrap the voter. It offers its own record 
in proof that for twenty years it pledged 
the people to reform ihe tariff and re­ 
duce the war tax and failed to it, except 
on m eat food. 
Such a policy and practice leads to a de­ 
nial of the dearest rights of an American 
citizen. 
Every guaranty of th e Constitu­ 
tion for the pursuit of wealth and happi­ 
ness is put in jeopardy. For imposing 
taxes on us without our consent by King 
George, our fathers rebelled. 
A tax for 
other than public purposes is unjust and 
despoils the latter of his rights. This 
has been the fruitful 6ource of the most 
desperate wars in ancient or modern 
times. To lay the mailed hand of power 
upon the fruits of labor and bestow 
them upon others without pay is slavery 
and robbery ccmbined. This was the 
charge made against the South when it 
took the fruits of toil from its slaves 
without compensation. 
At this the civil­ 
ized world revolted; 
the sword was 
drawn, and slavery was swept away, 
but that was slavery of the body with 
care 
for 
that 
body 
by 
the 
owner. 
The slavery of 
the taxing 
power differs in degree, and is less merci­ 
ful. This slavery despoils the free born 
citizen of his hard earnings and leaves 
his body with his progeny to suffer and 
die for want of the necessaries of life in a 
land of plenty. No free people have long 
endured such wrong 
and oppression 
without 
revolt.

with the muses as they sang the chival­ 
rous war paeons of glorious victories— 
nor because that field lay at the foot of 
Mt. Olympus, the home of the goda who 
were believed to have directed the con­ 
tending forces of battle. All theee have 
perished or passed from the thoughts 
of men. The victor and the vanquished 
alike eleep the Bleep that knows no 
waking. The graves of the philosophers 


have perished by ruder hands. The 
Areopagus, that once splendid prodigy 
of Grecian architecture lies buried in 
ruins and the law-giverg of the Dem­ 
ocracy of Greece lie buried near its rub­ 
bish.

during fam e! 
[A voice from

about H arrison’s Chinese record?” 
Well, I will refer to that record. 
I will 
not criticise General H arrisons seventeen 
votes in the Senate, because he may 
claim they were made under his oath of 
office, and conscience was 
involved. 
Still tbey were in sharp contrast with the

of 
Senator 
Allen G. 
Thurm an 
on 
the 
same 
bill. 
1 
do 
criticise 
his 
position 
on the Chinese question made in the 
most solemn m anner in 1879, before he 
became Senator. The Chicago Tribune 
a strong Republican paper, June 18th, 
makes a detailed statem ent of the points 
in General H arrison’s essay read before 
the Indianapolis Literary Society, Jan ­ 
uary 11, 1879, on “ The Chinese in Amer­ 
ica.” Judge Gresham was then Presi­ 
dent of the society. 
. 
The Californians had presented a me­ 
morial toCongres0, praying for relief and 
protection against the Chinese. General 
Harrison urged three grounds against the 
memorial and m em orialists: 
First—That the prayer of the Califor­ 
nians was insincere. 
Second—That Congress was power­ 
less to grant it, even if disposed to do 
so. 
Third—That if Congress had the right 
and authority it should not act, because 
in a cosmopolitan nation like that of the 
United States, the Chinam an was as 
likely to become a good elem ent as was 
any other race. 
These three points were very fully 
argued, but the third point contaiued as 
reported the following: 
The argum ents of the final conclusion 
which justified the original promulga­ 
tion of the treaty were that America was 
the refuge of the down-trodden, and ali 
such should be adm itted regardless of 
what might be the cost to those previ­ 
ously here. The Chinam an, it was held, 
would not stand before our civilization 
three generations. 
He would be assim­ 
ilated into our national life and eociety. 
The frugality of the Mongolian was held 
up as an argum ent to prove th at the 
assimilation would be good because it 
would bring into our body politic an 
elem ent which was lacking in a large 
degree. 
It had required three genera­ 
tions to assimilate the Spaniards, and 
the rule was that it required as many to 
make a gentleman. 
The Chinaman 
would prove no less tractable than the 
Spaniard, and while the product at first 
might be crude, his development was 
merely a m atter of time. 
The language is clear and forcible that 
the Chinese should l>e adm itted regard­ 
less of what m ight be the cost to those 
who resided here. That in “ three gen­ 
erations he would be assimilated into our 
national life and society.” 
Again, that the frugality of the Mon­ 
golian was an elem ent that was lacking 
in our politic. 
But he stated that it had 
required three generations to assimilate 
the Spaniards, and that the rule was that 
it required as many to make a gen­ 
tleman. The C hinam an wonld prove 
no less tractable than the Spaniard.” 
Now, I submit that this essay was the 
real opinion of General H arrison in 1879 
and his votes in the Senate attested the 
sincerity of that opinion.

Will a Spaniard swallow this sweet 
morsel and vote for Harrison ? Will Cali­

If the men

to rise to true 
American manhood and rebuke the 
insult 
at 
the 
polls, 
the 
woman 
of this State should denounce the want 
of chivalry and manhood in their hus­ 
bands and brothers to protect them from 
the disgrace and degredation of such a 
proposition to adm it the Chinese “ into 
our national life and society.” 
My fellow-citizens, I beg to commend 
to your iavor and earnest consideration 
the Democratic party with its liberty-lov­ 
ing creed now 100 years old. The wisest 
men oi this world established our Con­ 
stitution and laid the foundations of this 
the greatest of all governments. Those 
men created, fashioned and built up the 
Democratic party.

It possesses a diffusive power, as bene­ 
ficial to the body politic as motion is to 
the Bpheres- I t is the centripetal force 
that Jteeps liberty in the centre of our 
free institutions. 
W hat electricity is to 
the universe, this political force is to our 
nation. The one perm eates all space, 
the other all conditions of oar people, 
and warms and 
quickens them into 
active 
progress. 
Its 
great 
power 
for 
good 
lies 
in 
the 
fact 
that 
the mass of 
laboring 
people 
feel 
and 
know 
that it is 
the 
party 
of equal riches and will protect them 
against the insidious oppression of the 
powerful. Those people love it most 
who are most ardently devoted to our 
free institutions. While it has considered 
the advice of the great, it has ever bent 
an attentive ear to the poor. 
Faith in 
the ability of m an for self government, 


has been the polar star that has guided 
its feet. 
The pledges often made to live for the 
good of the many, have been faithfully 
preserved. It has been the pare deposi­ 
tory for the conservative political forces 
of popular free government and must 
continue as long as freedom is in the 
ascendancy. 
Democracy 
abides 
and 
dwells in the hearts of the people of 
this 
land. 
Under 
its 
benign 
sway this 
country 
has 
overthrown 
its enemies, 
expanJed its territory, 
increased its commerce, developed its 
wonderful resources,

Acute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflam m ation of th e M ucous Mem­ 
brane lin in g the B ronchial Tubes, an d is oue of 
th e m ost com m on of all th e pulm onary dis­ 
eases. It is a dangerous disease, as it prevents 
th e oxygenation ol th e blood, an d in mauy 
cases, particularly after it passes into the 
chronic stage, tb e substance of th e luugB be 
com es seriously involved, giving rise to wha 
is very properly called B ronchial Consum ption 
In th e acute form there Is a ¡reuse of tightness 
o r pressure across th e chest, w ith considerable 
wheezing, severe congh an d expectoration 
T his is at first a w hite glairy m ucus, w hich 
after a tim e becom es p u ru len t. The patien t iu 
some eases is obliged to sit up in bed, tho op­ 
pression across th e chest ia so great, and the 
skin is clam m y aud pxo«tratiou rapidly sets in, 
and in fatal oases there w ill be m u tterin g de 
lirium , com a an d death. 


Chronic Bronchitis. 


C hronic B ronchitis is also an inflam m ation of 
the mncouB m em brane of bronchial tubes. But 
th is form m ore often occurs later in life. When 
a cold settles on the lungs tbe disease cither 
ends in bronchitis or pncuuionla. If it ends in 
bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold in the 
cheBt, and still tb e patient d^es not feel en tire­ 
ly well. 
He feels tired and languid, and íb iu 
capable of tak lu g bis usual am ount of exercise, 
and experiences a shortness ol breath, with 
m ore or less w arm th iu the palm s of hisnands. 
Soon after th is a congh appears, accom panied 
by an expectoration of thick m ucus, followed 
by a hectic flush, loss of flesh au d strength, and 
night .sweats coutiuue, when tho p atien t as­ 
sum es all th e appearance of having a genuine 
ease of consum ption. B ut this is sim ply caturxh 
of the lungs or chronic bronchitis. 
Iu the latter stages of the disease th e m ucous 
m em brane of tb e larger bronchial tube softens, 
w hile in th o sm aller tubes and air culls of the 
lungs th e m ucous m em brane becom es con 
gested au d inflam ed. There are no cavities or 
tubercles in tu e lungs, but, m erely a wasting 
aw ay of th e larger bronchial tubes, and death 
takes place from obstruction ot tb e bronchial 
tubes and a ir cells of th e lungs. The patient 
oiea from exhaustion and suffocation, being 
u nable to expectorate th e m ucus w hich accu­ 
m ulates in th e passage leading to th e lungs, 
w hich in some cases is sticky an d sm all in 
q u an tity , b u t m ore com m only copious, of a 
light straw or yellow ish green.

streaks of blood m ake th eir appearance in the 
m nciis, an d a t tim es th ere is a disagreeable 
liable to 
sm ell. 
Persons th u s afflicted are v e ry _______ 
take cold, at w hich tim es the m ucus becomes

Frederick’s Diary Makes a 
Peck of Trouble. 


THE EXCITEMENT HKOTKACTEO. 


Genuineness of the Published Ex­ 
tracts L ittle Doubted—Poor 
Crops in Germany.

2 9 . — Although 
notice of action haa been entered in the 
Berlin Iúmdger¡cht, a court of the first- 
class, against the editor of the Deutsche 
Rundschau, the judicial authorities have 
not yet decided upon what clause in the 
penal code to proceed, and the M inister 
of Justice is in a quandary as to whom to 
prosecute. 
The manager of the Deutsche 
Rundschau has surrendered the nam e of 
H err Geffeken, of H am burg, as that of 
the person through whom he obtained 
the 
diary 
of 
Em peror 
Frederick 
Geffeken has been professor at Stras- 
burg and represented the H ans towns 
for several years in Berlin, where he 
became known to Frederick. 
After­ 
wards 
he 
was a H ansatic resident 
in London, and became a 
frequent 
contributor to English papers and maga­ 
zines. 
In recent years he has lived 
privately in Hamburg. 
H e is a Con­ 
servative, w ith Liberal leanings. 
He is 
no enemy of Bismarck, nor is he known 
to have ever possessed the special con­ 
fidence of Frederick. 
The Government 
suspects a high personage of using Gef­ 
feken as an instrum ent. 
If the trial 
threatens to reveal the original source, 
P ri nee Bismarck may hesitate about the 
proceedings. 
Neither H err Roden berg, 
of the Deutsche Rundschau, nor H err 
Geffeken is likely to subm it to two years’ 
penal servitude for the betrayal of State 
secrets without protesting against being 
punished for the mere exercise of their 
functions as journalists, acting without 
bias against the State or Government. 
Prince Bismarck is known to suspect the 
English court as the source of publica­ 
tion, hence the language of his statem ent 
is directed against th at court. 
BISMARCK HAS EXCITED PUBLIC PASSION. 
The Chancellor’s outspoken declara­ 
tions have not tended toward allaying 
party strife over the diary. 
They have 
rather excited public passion to fever 
heat. Nothing else is talked about in the 
places of resort, and furious quarrels are 
a frequent result. 
The press in the dis­ 
cussion of the affair, • reflects vigorously 
the party strife. Semi-official papers do 
not hesitate to assail the memory of Fred­ 
erick, villifying both his character and 
intellect. 
The Kolnissche Zeitung eaye the diary 
shows him to be a com placent idealist, 
rich in beautiful generalities, and crude 
in plans for improving tlie world, but 
poor in a practical statesm an’s qualities. 
The Berlin Rost says a t the risk of 
dam aging the memory of Frederick by 
laying bare his lam entable weaknesses, 
th a t the interests of the Em pire required 
th e disclosure th at the Crown Prince, far 
from being an active promoter of German 
unity, formed a serious obstacle to it. 
The Borsen Courier, an organ of the 
Liberalists, better represents the genuine 
feeling here in saying: It excites a lively 
astonishm ent to see the press assail Em ­ 
peror Frederick with such scant respect. 
The Emperor must be revolted at the 
conduct of the people who are trying to 
please him by reviling his father. Those 
who are throwing d irt upon the memory 
of Frederick m ust judge W illiam II. 
meanly if they suppose that their criti­ 
cisms excite in him anything but loathing 
and contempt. 
The Progressist press challenges the 
accuracy of Bismarck’s statem ents dis­ 
crediting the diary. 
The Freising Zeiting points out that 
the Chancellor does not give|documentary 
proof of the correctness of his assertions. 
It says the memory of a m an who is 74 
years old may be at fault in regard to the 
occurence of seventeen years ago, and 
th at a diary written under the fresh im ­ 
pression of events, is likely to be wrong. 
THE 
CHANCELLOR 
ACCUSED 
OF INSIN­ 
CERITY. 
I t is a'significant fact th a t the com­ 
m ents of the press, concurrent with the 
tenor of private discussion, do not ques­ 
tion the authenticity of the diary. The 
reasons of Prince Bismarck’s advances 
against its genuiness are felt to be insin­ 
cere, and are completely ignored outside 
of the political world. There is not one 
m an in a thousand who refuses to accept 
the diary as a faithful record written by 
Em peror Frederick’s own hand. Court 
circles exonerate the Em press Victoria 
from any knowledge of its publication. 
The stories published in Frensh papers 
of a violent quarrel between Empress 
Victoria and Em peror W illiam and that 
the former fears th at spies are set on her 
movements, 
are certainly false. The 
Em press lives an uttrelv retired life. 
Members of her own circle declare that 
she does not w ant Em peror Frederick's 
nam e mixed up in party struggle. 
_ The relations between Em peror W il­ 
liam and the English court are undoubt­ 
edly strained. This was openly shown 
by the refusal of the Prince of Wales to 
be present at the Em peror’s reception in 
Vienna, but the Empress maintains as 
far as possible a silent neutrality in 
family strife. 
Em peror W illiam arrives to-night at 
the Island of Mainau. 
Em press Augusta celebrates here, to­ 
morrow, her 77th birthday. 
The Em ­ 
peror is going to Munich on Tuesday, 
where he will be received at the station 
by the Regent, members of the royal 
family, ministers and generals. 
THE VATICAN’S DEMAND. 
The programme for the Em peror's 
visit to Rome is unsettled. 
Count Von 
Some Pomewald, the G erm an Ambassa­ 
dor totheQ urinal, was summoned to con­ 
ference at Frederiohsrhue, just at the 
m om ent of starting to resum e his post 
a t Rome. 
The Vatican is disatisfied

FOREIGN. 
Boulangeiist agitation has beeu resuin 
ed in Paris. A stormy meeting was 
held Friday evening, at which a vote of 
confidence in Boulanger was passed. 
The official report of crops in France, 
shows: Corn, 96,430.000 hectolitres, 
against 112,450,000 hectolitres in 1887 
rye, 21.895,000 hectolitres, against 23,­ 
676,000 hectolitres in 1S87. 
A mob at Neucbatel, Switzerland, 
made savage attacks upon the Salvation 
Army, by blockading their meeting 
house, pouring petroleum on the build­ 
ing, tiring pistols, etc. A riot ensued in 
which several persons were injured. 
The Emperor’s reception in Southern 
Germany was cordial in the extreme. 
The displays in his honor at Stuttgart 
were very imposing. The station and 
palace were illuminated by thousands of 
lamps, and the Emperor was greeted by 
pealing of bells and the cheering of 
crowds of citizens. 
The Independence Beige says: 
Dr 
Mackenzie’s book in reply to his German 
rivals, will cite facts which the Doctor 
says will prove that had he instead of 
German physicians, attended tlfl late 
Emperor Frederick from the beginning 
of his sickness, the Emperor’s life would 
have been prolonged twenty months. 
Dr. Mackenzie will also endeavor to 
show that the treatment of Dr. 
Girhardt produced the cancer. 
The London News says: It is stated 
that the publisher of the Deutcshe Rund 
tchau has given to the public prosecutor 
m Berlin, the name of the person who 
contributed the extracts from Frederick’s 
diary, and that the contributor is not 
politician. The whole Vienna press cen­ 
sures Prince Bismarck for his action in 
connection with the publication of tbe 
extracts. Tbe papers eav his purpose is to 
root from the hearts of the Germans, the 
memory of the Liberal Emperor. 
Ti e Berlin correspondent of the Lon­ 
don Times believes that Frederick’s diary 
was revealed by Dr. Gefinckin, of Ham­ 
burg, a confidant of Frederick and a ire 
quent contributor to English magazines 
on German politics. The Standard’* Ber­ 
lin correspondent says that if the person 
named by the Dentscl.i Rundschau proves 
to be the contributor, an action will be 
directed against him, probably for trea­ 
son, in the Imperial Court of Leipsic. 
The publisher of the Rundschau had 30,­ 
000 copies ready for sale. 
EASTERN. 
James G. Blaine arrived in New York 
city about 8 o’clock Friday night. 
At Louisville, Ky., fire destroyed the 
Ohio Falls Oak Leather Tannery. Loss 
$125,000. 
The St. Louis, Arkansas and Texas 
road has been sold to Russell Sage, of 
New Yoik. 
The east bound passenger rate war is 
still on at St. Louis, and another cut of 
$1.50 to New York was recorded on Fri­ 
day.A dispatch from Deer Park, Md., 
dated Saturday, 1 r. m., says: A snow­ 
storm has been raging here for tbe last 
two hours. 
At Romeo, Wis., fire destroyed a saw­ 
mill, two dwellings and 9,000,000 feet of 
lumber, owned by Wm. Van Hoosear. 
Lose $25,000. 
Wm. Black & Co.. the New York com­ 
mission merchants who suspended on 
Friday, have settled their contracts and 
resumed business. 
C. A. Pitcher, lately teller of the Union 
Bank of Providence, R. I., has been sen­ 
tenced to seven years iu the penitentiary 
at Montreal for bringing stolen money 
into Canada. 
The fact has transpired that a package 
containing $5,800 was stolen from tbe 
National Bank of the Republic, in New 
York Ciiy, Friday morning, in some 
mysterious manner. 
The official award of the arbitration in 
the $8,000,000 suit by the former owners 
of the Hocking Valley and Toledo Rail­ 
way, against Stevenson, Burke and 
others, the present owners, gives a ver­ 
dict for tbe defendant. This decision is 
final. 
The hurricane of the 26tli inst. caused 
the worst sea ever seen off Cape Cod by 
a sailor of forty years’ experience. 
When fair weather returned the largest 
fleet for years, passed Highland Light, 
Mass., between sunrise of the 27th and 
sunset of tbe 28th. 
Secretary Vilas has sent a letter to the 
principal chiefs of the Cherokee Indian 
Nation, notifying them that any lease or 
contract for grazing on the Cherokee out­ 
let in the Indian Territory, is without 
authority from the Government and sub­ 
ject to cancellation. 
The long contest over the will of the 
late Jas. Stokes has ended, the last suit 
in the case resulting in an adverse decis­ 
ion to the claims and objections set up 
by Henry Dale, who married the daugh­ 
ter of the deceased. The decision frees 
some $1,500,000 in cash and securities, 
now remaining in the handB of a tempor- 
orarv administrator, to be divided amoDg 
the seven heirs. 
Councils were held between the Com­ 
missioners and Southern Ute Indians 
on Thursday and Friday with favorable 
results. The Indians have appointed a 
delegation of nine to go with the Com­ 
missioners and look at the country in ilie 
Blue Mountain region, on condition that 
if the country does not suit, then they be 
under no obligations to accept it as a new 
reservation. 
The Harrison and Morton campaign 
ball arrived at Washington, I). C., Fri­ 
day, and escorted by several local Re­ 
publican clubs, was rolled up Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue to the Republican League 
club house. A large crowd assembled 
and listened to speeches by Senator 
Dolph, Representative Perkins, of Kan­ 
sas, and Johnson, of Indiana. The ball 
will next go to West Virginia. 
The Convention of Coopers, which had 
been in session at Chicago since Wednes­ 
day, adjourned Friday. The object of 
the meeting was to combine the fifty- 
four unions in the different parts of the 
country under one central district organi­ 
sation. This arrangement was perfected 
and officers elected. There are 30,000 
eoopers in America who are Knights of 
Labor. Their organization, however, 
has heretofore been imperfect and has 
extended no farther than to local unions 
At North Baltimore, Ohio, last evening, 
Mrs. H. C. Moyer went to the stable to 
feed a horse, when she was accosted by 
a man who demanded her money. 
A 
straggle ensued and the wpman finally 
escaped with nearly all her clothing torn 
from her person. 
Going to the house 
she encountered another man who was 
ransacking the house. Picking up a gun. 
she fired at the fellow but missed him. 
She was then knocked down and beaten 
so badly that she will probably die. 
The thieveB secured $200 and escaped. 
Officers are in pursuit. 
PACIFIC COAST. 
James Desmond, a brakeman in the 
employ of the Southern Pacific Company, 
was killed on Friday in Alameda, being 
ran over by an engine. 
The State Horticultural Society held 
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its monthly meeting on Saturday at San 
Francisco, and reelected the board of 
officers; President, E. W. Hilgard; Sec 
reiary, E. J. Wickson. 
Nicolo Paviello, who, some months 
ago, murdered his cell mate in the San 
Francisco county jail, has been adjudged 
insane, and committed by the court to 
tbe Napa asylum. 
The returns of R. G. Dun & Co’s Com 
mercial Agency for the quarter ending 
with September is as follows: Number 
of failures in Oregon, 22; liabilities, 
$173,671; assets, $115,643. Number of 
failures in Washington Territory, 15; lia­ 
bilities. $81,23í»; assets, $43,000. 
While unloading iron pipe from a car 
at Sixth and Townsend streets, San 
Francisco, yesterday, Arthur Donnelly, a 
laborer, slipped and fell from the car 
across the opDosite track jusf as the Mon­ 
terey express train came along. He was 
run over and instantly killed, his head 
being severed from his body. He had 
been only recently married.' 
Chun Fun. an actor at the Sau Fran­ 
cisco Chinese theatre, was stabbed and 
probably fatally wounded by a high­ 
binder, who afterwards made his escape 
Fun wa9 sitting in his room when the 
murderer entered and demanded some 
money. This was refused, and the as­ 
sassin drew a knife and stabbed him in 
the neck, wrist and across the temple. 
The highbinder then ran away. 
Mrs. David S. Terry has issued a letter 
in which she reiterates her charges 
against Judge Field. She says she did 
not attempt to draw a pistol in the court 
room, but her pistol was given to Porter 
Ashe, and Marshal Franks forcibly took 
it from him. In conclusion Mrs. Terry 
says : There is nothing new in my car­ 
rying a pistol. I have carried one for 
some time whenever I went on the 
streets alone. On the morning of the 
trouble I had been out to a dressmaker’s 
alone, and went immediately to Judge 
Stanley’s office to meet my husband. 
At San Francisco, on Wednesday, 
Geo. Freidenberg, a saloon-keeper, was 
found dead in his saloon, having com­ 
mitted suicide by taking poison, because, 
it was alleged, of jealousy of bis wife. 
Wm. C. Luders, a bookkeeper, and W. 
H. Waldron, a printer, together with 
Freidenberg, had been drinking for sev­ 
eral days. 
On Thursday Luders was 
found insensible from an overdose of 
morphine and died on Friday at the 
hospital. Shortly afteiward the body of 
Waldron was found in a hall-wav ou 
Howard street. It is supposed be 'died 
from alcoholism. 
Coroner Stanton is 
nonplussed at the turn events have 
taken, as those two were the only wit­ 
nesses he relied upon for the inquest on 
Friedenborg. As Luders, in conversa­ 
tion with the Coroner on Wednesday, 
said it would not be long before he would 
be laid beside Freidenberg, it is supposed 
he committed suicide, though no motive 
is apparent. 
Tbe Samoan Civil War. 
S ax F rancisco, September 29.—The 
steamer Zealandia, which arrived here 
from Sydney and Auckland to-day, brings 
additional information of the' recent 
fighting at Samoa between the forces of 
Tamasese. on the one band, and Malie- 
toa, tbe deposed King, on the other, in 
which Tamasese’s men were defeated. A 
correspondent writes from Apia that the 
battle ground was in and around that 
city, and that several weeks before the 
fighting 
commenced, 
Tamaeese’s 
forces had built forts and formid­ 
able iutrenchments which are manned 
by over a thousand men September 
12th, Malietoa’s force charged upon 
ihese works and in less than two hours 
Tamasese’s men had been driven into 
the sea, where they took refuge upon 
the reefs and finally got away in boats 
But in the fight Captain Bissett, an Eng­ 
lishman, living at Matuata. near Apia, 
was shot and killed. He was not en­ 
gaged in the battle at all, and his shoot­ 
ing is believed to have been accidental. 
The largest 
fort was at Matafag- 
atile, 
one 
and a 
half 
miles 
from Apia. 
This fort with others 
was successfully carried by the Malietoa 
party, and the occupants "driven into the 
sea. The correspondent states that Ta­ 
masese is now’ at Mulinun under the pro­ 
tection of German soldiers. Before the 
attack was made the Malietoa party sent 
word to the foreign consuls, asking if 
they desired to leave the neutral terri­ 
tory established for their safety. The 
British and United States consuls were 
agreeable to this arrangement, but it is 
understood the German consul refused to 
leave the neutral territory established. 
The correspondent claims that the reason 
for this refusal was that Tamasese and 
his followers would have been deprived 
of the shelter of the guns of the German 
war-ships. Tamasese’s flag is flying at 
Mulinun and it is believed Malietoa will 
attack that place if the flag is not taken 
down. The correspondent does not state 
how many lives were lost during the 
fight, but other advices place the num­ 
ber at four hundred. The wounded 
were cared for by the British and Amer­ 
ican residents, and assistance was also 
rendered by the surgeon on the United 
states war ship Adams, now at Apia. 
The Newcastle ¡«liners’ Strike. 
San F rancisco, Septemher 29.—It is 
learned that the great coal miners’ 
strike at Newcastle was due to the de­ 
mand by the proprietors that the miners 
should work the earthbands between the 
seams of coal for nothing. The men re­ 
fused and struck without proposals from 
the proprietors for a settlement. The ef­ 
fects of the strike have been felt iu 
various departments of industry. Thous­ 
ands of wharf laborers in the various 
colonies have been thrown out of em­ 
ployment by the stoppage of ateam 
traffic. Many industries in the principal 
colonial towns have contracted their 
operations. Great efforts are being made 
to obtain coal from other eourcesT The 
Southern ami Western collieries have not 
taken a part in the strike. Two Bmall 
collieries at Newcastle are being worked 
by non-union men, and others are being 
brought there. No violence has occurred. 
At last advices there were no signs of 
yielding by either side.

E ditors H erald—I am at Visalia, the 
the pioneer town of the San Joaquin Val­ 
ley. Long before the smoke ever curled 
from a dwelling in this great valley, a 
hunter, Nat Vise and his wife Celia, 
might have been seen wandering through 
the district in pursuit of game. At last 
they pitched their tent on the present 
townsite, and from them is derived its 
romantic name—Visalia. This was way 
back in 1852. Shortly following stock­ 
men gathered around this romantic and 
a<lventurous couple, and soon a quite a 
village was started, being the only settle 
ment in the San Joaquin Valley. Its 
early history presents a scene of struggles 
against 
savage 
Indians 
on ~ the 
one hand, 
and wild animals 
on 
the other. But lucky stars attended 
its birth and continued to shine over it 
through all the years that have followed 
—hence its course ha? been onward from 
the start. The site also is most happy, 
on a magnificent stream on the borders 
of a great forest. To-day it is a city of 
four thousand inhabitants, and perhaps 
the liveliest town of its size in the United 
States. Its government is unique, con­ 
sisting of a Council of four, elected by 
the people, which Council in turn elects 
from their number a Mayor. The pres­ 
ent Council are Messrs. .J. C. Ward, E. 
i>. Millar, Dr. Combs and S. B. 
Patrick. 
An $80,000 court house 
adorns the place, and in the per­ 
sons of Messrs. Brown and Daggett 
W. O. Brady and others, it boasts the 
best bar in the State. All religious de­ 
nominations are represented here, and 
*ome of their structures are most pictur­ 
esque and imposing. Its public and pri­ 
vate schools are also numerous and com­ 
modious. 
The principal bank of the 
city is the Bank of Visalia, capital $200,­ 
000, presided overby Mr. It. E. Hyde. 
Electricity and gas are both used in 
lighting the place. All branches of busi­ 
ness are here represented, but nothing 
is overdone. The newspapers are the 
Weekly Delta, edited by Mr. (ieorge 
Stewart, the San Joayuin Valley Resour­ 
ces 
and 
the 
Visalia 
Times. 
All these 
are live 
and 
wide 
awake journals and 
ably edited, 
l he United States Land Office is also 
located here. The district contains 5.­ 
000,000 acres of level land, 5,000.000 
mountain, and 4.000,000 acres of foot­ 
hill land. Through these lands runs the 
Southern Pacific Railroad. The odd 
numbered sections of land for twenty 
miles on each side of this road were 
granted to the railroad company. Much 
has been sold, but a large amount is still

A Specim en of S ou th ern C a lifo r n ia ’ » 
L e a d in g In d u stry . 
The Anaheim Gazette of this week given 
an interesting description of a visit to the 
great Dreyfus winery. The following are 
ex tracts: 
The maiu building is 200x86 
feet and is massively built. 
Two large 
grape elevators receive tha product of the 
vine by wagonloads. After being weighed 
the wagons are driven to the elevators 
and rapidly unloaded. 
The grapes are 
conveyed to steam crushers on the third 
story, where they are subjected to the 
steaming and reclncing process. 
The 
elevators work upon pulleys, being an 
endless 
succession 
of 
receptacle 
which 
convey 
their 
freight 
to 
the 
crusherB and 
return 
to 
the 
wagons to he 
loaded 
again. 
The 
capacity of the winery is 120 tons of 
grapes per day. 
As there are in one ton 
of grapes nearly 150 gallons of must, it 
will be seen th at the winery is capable 
of reducing grapes to the extent of 18.000 
gallons per day. Twelve hundred tons 
of grapes have thus far been crushed 
this season. 
On the first floor, the first thought to 
strike one is th at some of the large wine 
casks with which the building is stored 
have sustained a serious leak and that 
the precious juice of the grape is escap­ 
ing in stream s sufficient to form a well­ 
sized irrigating district. 
Visitors are at 
once assured that the noisy torrents are 
nothing less than the juice of the grape 
descending in stream s from the crushers 
into mammoth wine casks upon the sec­ 
ond floor. W ending the way to the third 
story, grapes were seen rising in continu­ 
ous elevators. 
Here they go through 
their first process upon their way to be­ 
come part of the product of the State. 
The winery contains at present over 
<500,000 gallons, and it is possible that 
before the end of the season this amount 
will be doubled. 
Grapes are purchased 
from many vineyards in the southern 
end of the county, and in a few days 
grapes will be Bhipped here from Los 
Angeles. The winery has a side track 
from the Southern Pacific, where all con­ 
signments are placed, when they are at 
once conveyed to the elevators. 
The 
wines manufactured here have a world­ 
wide reputation, and grace the tables of 
famous connoisseurs. 
Mr. Weglein is an 
expert vigneron and superintends the 
wine-making in person. The winery and 
its contents are valued in the neighbor­ 
hood of $100,000, it gives em ployment to 
a large num ber of people, and is truly 
one of the establishm ents of which our 
people are justly proud. 
W ith regard to the blight prevailing 
among vineyards in this j>ortion of the 
State, Mr. Weglein is of the opinion that 
it is caused by climatic influences, is 
purely temporary and will die out in 
short order, when vineyards will again 
resume their favored place. With regard 
to the statem ent made by a certain mi- 
croscopist that he had discovered animal- 
cube feeding upou the heart of the vine, 
both Mr. Weglein and Mr. Krebs pro­ 
nounce the same as erroneous. The for­ 
m er gentl. m an has subjected diseased 
vines to the m inutest exam ination dur­ 
ing the past three years, as have un­ 
doubtedly m any of our vineyardist. No 
wormy pest has been discovered and no 
traces left of its ravages. 
The experi­ 
ment of the State V iticulturist, to inaug­ 
urate an experimental plat of grapevines 
in this section, will undoubtedly result 
in scientific observation which will cer­ 
tainly redound to the welfare of all. The 
thought is prevalent, however, that a so­ 
lution of the difficulty will soon bo forth­ 
coming, and that the grape blight will 
result withal in being kindred to like 
climatic influences which ravage fruit 
and cereals the world over. 
California has not yet discovered the 
sacret of the French in regard to blend­ 
ing grand wines. This is only from a 
connoisseur’s point of view, and prob­ 
ably not one in a hundred wine-drinkers 
are able to distinguish between the qual­ 
ities of the two products. 
Moreover, the 
wines produced in European countries, 
and which to a limited extent attaiu to 
the nam e of grand wines, are consumed 
principally by the crowned headsthrough- 
out the old world. 
These families have 
unquestionably acquired a taste for their 
favorite grade of wineB, which are un­ 
doubtedly of rare excellence, and this 
cannot be eradicated so long as their fa­ 
vorite vintages are at hand. However, it 
is the opinion of many wine-makers that 
our wines will one 
day outrank all 
others. 
George Rice,Comm issioner for the Los 
Angeles District, acting for L. J . Rose, 
reports as follows: Notwithstanding the 
tendency throughout Southern California 
to subdivide large tracts into smaller 
ones 
and 
some 
larger 
ones 
into 
lots, 
I 
find 
that 
th e 
vine 
in­ 
terest has not been neglected. 
The 
planting of cuttings last season has been 
about 17 per cent, of all planted lost be­ 
fore. 
The planting has been of 
the 
choicest varieties that experience has 
shown to be the best. 
Better arrange­ 
ments for making grapes into wines and 
brandy have been made and more atten­ 
tion given to details. The grape and 
wine growers are alive to the importance 
of the subject, and many expect to con­ 
tinue to make wine and make it most 
profitable. The prospect for this year is 
exceedingly good with every assurance 
of a full crop.

General Secretary of the order, has gone 
forth into the political field, taking the 
side of politics in preference to labor or­ 
ganizations, 
Resolved. That Local Assembly, No. 
3,534, condemns Chas. II. Litchman for 
misrepresenting the political views oí 
the members present, and for endeavor­ 
ing to use the order for political and fin­ 
ancial considerations. 
The same local assembly also passed 
this resolution relative to the Mills bill: 
W h e r e a s, As textile workers we have 
for years felt the evil effects of a tariff 
tax on the raw materials of our industries 
in lessening our opportunities for work 
and reducing our w’ages; and 
W h e r e a s, The present tariff laws im ­ 
pose a heavier tax upon the raw materials 
and the partly finished products than 
upon the finished commodities, thus 
being directly in the interest of the 
foreign m anufacturer; and 
W h e r e a s , The Mills bill reverses this 
obvious discrimination against American 
labor by grading the duties upward in 
accordance with the amount of labor re- 
juired to make the com modities; there­ 
fore 
Resolved, That we, the members of 
Local Assembly No. 3,534, discarding all 
parties and considerations, do protest 
against the continuance of the present 
unequal and unjust system of 
tariff 
schedules, and dem and the passage of 
the Mills bill as a measure calculated to 
bring prosperity, steady work and better 
wages for every textile worker in our 
country.—[N. Y. World.

United States Senator John E. Kenna 
of W est Virginia, delivered an able ad­ 
dress to an audience of over 5,000 textile 
workers in the Nineteenth W ard of Phila­ 
delphia Monday evening. 
One of the 
most significant features of the night was 
a procession of the hands employed in the 
establishm ent of Joseph P. M urphy, the 
President of the Ninteenth W ard Club 
and Chairman of the meeting. 
Mr. 
Murphy operates one of the largest cot­ 
ton anil woolen mills within the city lim ­ 
its, giving employment to 1,200 hands. 
During 
Senator 
Kenna’s speech he 
was interrupted by the arrival of a club 
composed of employees in these mills, 
headed by a band of music and a transpar­ 
ency bearing the devices: “ Joseph I*. 
M urphy’s Employees for the Mills Bill,’ 
and “ Give I s Free Wool.” 
Another 
banner bore the inscriptions: 
“ Free 
Wool Means Full Time and Good Wages, 
aud “ Hungarians, Poles and Chinamen 
Will Take Our Place it Harrison is 
Elected.” The incident had a marked 
eflect upon the assembled people, and 
was greeted with cheers. 
Chairman Murphy opened the meeting 
with an intelligent review of the issue 
before the people and a glowing tribute 
to the personal and political strength of 
the Democratic candidates, and then in­ 
troduced Senator Kenna, who was wel­ 
comed with a rouud of cheerB. The Sena­ 
tor said : 
‘At the close of the war the Republi 
can party had unquestioned control of 
this Governm ent; there were no hands 
to stay its pow er; the South was disfran­ 
chised and the Northern States were in 
the hands of the Republican party. 
There never was in the history of m an­ 
kind such an opportunity accorded to any 
political organization on the face of the 
earth to fasten its claims to continued fa­ 
vor upon the hearts of our countiymen, 
and yet, after a period of twenty-three 
years, in the face of

[Cheers.] • 1 stand be­ 
fore you a young man, lettered by no 
political organization, but I am a Demo­ 
crat. Aud why? Because I have learned 
in a quarter of a century that the Repub­ 
lican party was not worthy of confidence. 
That party spent $100,000,000 in waging 
war against the savages on the frontier. 
Not an outbreak has occurred siuce 
Cleveland was inaugurated. Why is that? 
Is the Indian any less an Indian under 
Clevelands 
No, but the Democratic 
agent transacting business with the In­ 
dian is an honest one, and that makes 
the difference ” 
Having 
arraigned 
the 
Republican 
party for other acts of maladministration, 
Senator K enna continued: 
“ My real purpose in alluding to these 
delinquencies was to remind you that 
through all that long period the people 
of the country were diverted from the 
questions of taxation and revenue, aud 
that for nearly a quarter of a century 
what was a fam iliar thing in former 
times—a general discussion of the tariff. 
Up to 1872 there never was a political 
party that pretendedlo declare that tariff 
protected labor. 
It was reserved for the 
pretensions of the Republican party after 
taxes had been piled up until they 
could be no longer endured in silence, to 
hold that import duties protect labor. 
The Democratic party does not propose 
any revision of the tariff, in any part 
upon any article, which is calculated to 
lessen the wages of labor or to reduce be­ 
low a reasonable figure the profit of the 
manufacturer. 
A reduction of our im­ 
port duties from a general average of 47 
l>er cent., where they were placed to 
meet the emergencies'of war, down to 42 
per cent., where they are placed by the 
Mills bill, will still leave more than 
ample to cover every difference between 
the cost of wages in this country and 
that of every other nation on the face of 
the globe. 
“ But no tariff list of protection can 
maintain the price of labor when there 
is over-production among the ranks of 
workingmen, bee what Mr. Morrill, the 
great advocate of a protective tariff, said 
in 1860: ‘No duties are imposed on auy 
article for protection alone. The manu­ 
facturer can get along with a lower tax, 
but we need the revenue.’ 
The same 
gentlemen said in 1864: ‘XhisiB intended 
as a war measure, a temporary measure, 
and as such we must give it our support. 
They put all these taxes on the neces­ 
sities of the people, and at the same time 
John Sherman 
was 
advocating 
the 
passage of an act for the im portation of 
foreign labor because the wages of labor 
were too high in America. If these large 
additions to the tariff were made because 
the government needed the money, what 
harm is there, what free trade is there 
when we attem pt to take them off ? 
There is $130,000,000 hoaVded up in the 
public treasury. 
We want it out, we 
want it in the hands of the working 
classes. 
We do not want any idle labor 
in this country, for where you have idle 
capital you will have, in the same pro­ 
portion, idle labor. 
Now, a word on this question of trusts. 
The President to-day in his message de­ 
clares that 
it makes 
no difference 
w hether you call it by the modern name 
oi trust or by the old name of conspiracy, 
it moans the same thing. 
How many 
millionaires did you have before the Re­ 
publican party took coutrol of this coun­ 
try? I could count them on my fingerB. 
The doctrines and uses of trusts were 
abolished in tois country as soon as our 
forefathers took control. They raised 
the flag in this America of ours against 
combinations 
of 
power. 
You have 
trusts and conspiracies in thiB country, 
and you have got behind them the Re­ 
publican party teaching doctrines which 
mean the unqualified surrender of the 
government into the hands of the few. 
You know what is m eant by the con- 
stabulatory of Ireland. 
Go to P ittsburg! 
Go to Hocking Valley ! 
W hat was the 
Pinkerton detective agency there but the 
transfer of a constabulary into th e hands 
of monopoly to control American labor? 
“ The honest American m anufacturer 
will never see the day that he will not 
be treated fairly by the tariff bill the 
Democratic party will enact. The Ameri­ 
can laborer will never see the day when 
he will be better fed and clothed than 
under the Democratic tariff laws.
